ADDKESS  OF  WELCOME. 

Mrs.  -President*  Officers  and  ^femhers  of  the  Twentieth  Annual 
Convention  of  t lie  Department  of  Colorado  and  H'yonumj, 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  the  true  auxiliary  of  the  Uraud 
Army  of  the  Rejmtdie: 

In  behalf  of  Greenwood  Corps  No.  22,  W.  K.  C,  of  Canon 
City,  I  bid  you  a  cordial  welcome.  I  consider  it  a  great  honor 
that  we  are  privileged  to  welcome  you  to  our  city.  Our  Corps 
is  the  youngest  in  the  Department,  and  if  in  our  treatment  of 
you  there  is  anything  left  undone  that  should  have  been  done, 
lay  it  not  to  want  of  heart  but  to  lack  of  experience.  There  are 
women  in  our  Corps  who  are  just  as  loyal  and  have  as  great  a 
love  for  our  country  and  its  rlag  as  any  Corps  in  the  Depart- 
ment, and  we  only  need  a  little  time  to  prove  to  you  that  we  can 
do  as  well  as  any  of  them. 

I  read  a  little  while  ago  tins  passage  from  the  charming  lit- 
tle book,  "The  Attic  Philosopher.1'  translated  from  the  French, 
in  which  an  old  veteran  retired  from  the  service  talks  to  his 
nephew  of  fifteen:" 

"Perhaps  you  have  never  thought  what  your  country  means;

The  laws 
which  protect  you,  the  bread  that  pays  you  for  your  work,  the 
words  that  you  interchange  with  others,  the  joy  and  grief  that 
come  to  you  from  the  men  and  things  among  which  you  live— 
this  is  your  country.  The  little  room  where  you  used  to  see 
your  mother,  the  remembrance  she  has  left  you,  the  earth  where 
she  rests — this  is  your  country.  You  see  it,  yon  breathe  it  ev- 
erywhere.    Think  to  yourself,  my  son,  of  your  rights  and   your 
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duties,  your  affections  and  your  wants,  your  past  and  present 
blessings,  write  them  all  under  a  single  name  and  that  name 
will  be  your  country."  The  boy  replied,  "Alii  I  understand; 
it  is  our  home  at  large,  it  is  that  part  of  the  world  where  God 
has  placed  our  body  and  our  soul." 

I  am  glad  that  the  convention  came  to  meet  with  us.  I 
know  it  will  be  a  profit  to  us,  and  I  hope  a  pleasure  to  you  and 
when  you  go  away  from  us  you  will  be  able  to  say  that  it  was 
one  of  the  pleasantest  conventions  ever  attended.  Again  I  bid 
jou  a  heartfelt  welcome.

RESPONSE. 

Members  of  Greenwood  Relief  Corps: 

In  behalf  of  the  members  of  our  Order  gathered  here  from 
the  mountains  and  plains  of  the  two  great  States  of  this  Depart- 
ment, I  thank  you  for  the  cordial  words  of  greeting  just  spoken. 

That  the  words  are  not  mere  empty  ones,  each  of  us  real- 
izes who  has  read  the  kindly  welcome  in  the  bright  faces  and 
the  warm  hand-clasps  with  which  we  have  been  met. 

On  the  outskirts  of  your  beautiful  city  there  stands  a  form- 
idable looking  building,  with  grated  windows  and  barred  doors, 
whose  inmates  doubtless  came  here  like  Shakespeare's  school 
boy  "creeping  like  snail,  unwillingly."  Not  so  with  the  visit- 
ors here  this  afternoon.  We-  came  with  eager  feet  and  great 
expectations.  For  myself,  I  have  desired  to  see  this  place  with 
"mine  own  eyes,"  since  some  years  ago  a  friend,  whose  busi- 
ness has  carried  him  not  only  the  length  and  breadth  of  this 
country  but  into  other  lands,  said  to  me  that  when  ready  to 
make  a  permanent  home,  he  would  like  to  come  to  Canon  City.

And 
ours  it  is  to  pay  the  old  soldier  homage  in  deeds  as  well  as 
words,  seeing  to  it  that  he  and  those  dependent  upon  him  miss 
no  comfort  which  we  can  supply  and  that  after  death  he  rests 
in  honored  ground,  where  upon  each  recurring  Memorial  IV\ 
grateful  hands  shall  lay  a  loving  tribute. 

May  this  convention  see  more  plans  laid  for  the  advance- 
ment of  our  work,  and  may  we  go  to  our  homes  feeling  that  the 
fraternal  bonds  have  been  strengthened,  which  will  surely  be 
the  case  if  we  take  as  to  ourselves  the  admonition  of  Paul  to 
the  church  at  Rome,  "in  honor  preferring  one  another.' '

women  thrilled  and  nourished   and    strengthened    all    the    good 
there  was  in  us  for  our  entire  year's  work. 

Our  Department  Commander,  General  Vaughn,  his  wife 
and  many  others  were  our  companionable  companions  part  of 
the  journey  and  everything  was  lovely  the  whole  way  through. 

FINANCES. 

When  elected  to  this  office  I  found  the  Department  finan- 
cially crippled,  with  neither  money  nor  credit.  For  a  small  bill 
of  $10.00  for  -National  badges  I  received  four  dunning  letters. 
My  first  General  Order,  printed  June  23rd,  was  not  paid  until 
August  28th.  I  also  found,  upon  application  to  the  powers 
that  are  back  of  railroad  transportation,  that  neither  passes  nor 
the  customary  half  fare  could  be  obtained  for  any  officer  of  the 
organization.  1  immediately  wrote  a  personal  letter  to  each 
Corps  telling  our  difficulties  and  embarrassments  and  asking  a 
donation  to  the  Department  of  ten  cents  per  member.  This 
was  a  wise  appeal  and  our  brave  little  Department,  true  to  its 
motive,  responded  nobly  and  sent  into  our  treasury  $117.50. 
Two  hundred  and  sixty  members  were  excused  John  A.  ('amp- 
bell  of,  Rock  Springs,  Wyo.,  who  contributed  so  largely  to  the 
sufferers  of  the  Hanna  mine  disaster,  and  Victor  and  Cripple 
Creek  owing  to  the  strike.  This  left  518  members;  of  these 
380  were  the  six  Corps  of  Denver  who  did  not  respond,  pleading 
relief  work.  I  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  make  a  reduction  in  the 
per  capita  tax,  but  can  only  offer 

Recommendation  No.  1.     That  the  per   capita    tax    remain 
15  cents  per  member. 


INSPECTION. 

Inspection  loomed  up  before  us  an  utter  impossibility;  a 
hitter  from  our  beloved  National  President,  who  had  so  cheer- 
fully and  loyally  considered  our  difficulties,  granted  a  dispensa- 
tion and  lengthened  the  time  to  January  1,  1904.  A  circular 
letter,  sent  out  at  an  expense  of  only  $2.00,  while  a  General  Or- 
der, with  postage,  costs  $7.50,  gave  the  information  to  the 
Corps  and  invited  them  to  assist  by  entertaining  the  Inspector. 

Upon  consultation  with  our  Department  Inspector  it  was 
decided  that  each  Corps  that  had  a  capable  officer  or  member 
should  be  inspected  by  that  member,  if  it  lessened  the  expense. 
Corps  responded  kindly  to  this  suggestion;  many  letters  have 
been  received  thanking  the  President  and   Inspector  and  saying 
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they  never  had  better  inspection.  Those  that  so  kindly  assisted 
in  this  task  and  thereby  lessened  the  expense  were  our  Past  De- 
partment Presidents  Arabella  C*  Johnson  and  Emily  Jones; 
Past  Department  Secretary  Lida  Pitch ;  i>«*ist  Instituting  and 
Installing  Officer  M.  8.  Jennings;  Mrs.  A.  Smith,  Mrs.  J.  Nes- 
bit,  Mrs.  Jennie  Pnrrier;  the  Department  President  and  Junior 
Vice  President;  while  our  Department  Inspector  Olive  A.  Killin 
finished  the  work  with  a  most  gratifying  report,  and  instead  of 
$174.00  as  in  PJ02,  our  entire  inspection  only  cost  us  $2;f.O0  for 
l*)0."i,  which  leads  me  to  make 

Recommendation  No.  2.  The  Department  Inspector,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Department  President,  shall  appoint  to  in- 
spect her  own  Corps  any  Department  officer  or  capable  member 
unless  said  Corps  shall  desire  to  pay  the  expense  of  other  in- 
spection. 

SULDlKlts'.  IIOMI:. 

Early    in   November,  through    the   kindness  of  Wyoming's 
Congressman,  Frank  W.  Monde'il,  and  the  generosity  of    Ouster 
Corps  No.  20,  who  donated  $25.00  to  the  Department  President, 
I   was   permitted    to   go   to  Buffalo,  Wyoming.     The  Soldiers' 
Home  had  been  located  at  Buffalo  a  short  time  before  my    visit. 
To    reach   the  Home  I  traveled  over  the  Burlington  Railroad  in 
four  States,  Wyoming.  Colorado,  Nebraska,  and    South  Dakota, 
and    back   again    into   Wyoming,  to  Sheridan,  a  distance  ot  000 
miles  there  and  back.     Prom    Sheridan    I   took   the   stage    one', 
•cold    morning   in    November,  with    the  thermometer  2D  degrees 
below  zero.     A  sheep  herder  sat  beside  mi'  and  his  shepherd  dog 
lay  at  my  feet;  I  hail  also  a  lighted    lantern    at    my    feet.     The 
driver   and  one  other  passenger  sat  in  front,  muffled  up  in  great 
bearskin  coats,  while  back  of  us  was  the  bedding    of    the    sheep 
herder,  a  crate  of  live  chickens,  the  United  States  mail,  baggage, 
express    and    blankets.     We  traveled   all  day  a  distance  of  forty 
miles  inland;  we  crossed  Massacre  Hill,  when;  12(J  brave  whiles 
lost  their  lives  in  battle  with  the  Indians.       The  road  now  leads 
past  beautiful    homes,  immense  ranches,  hundreds  of  cattle  ami 
horses    and    an  immense  irrigating  ditch  built  at  a  cost  of  many 
thousand  dollars.     Arriving  at  the  Home  I  found    much    in    an 
unsettled    state,  but  the   main  building  had  been  beauifully  pa- 
pered and  painted    and    was    ready    for    occupancy.       Forty-six 
members    took  meals  in  the  well  arranged  dining  room,  and  the 
best  of  food  is  provided  to  the  veterans  and  the    tive    old    ladies 
who    live    here,  occupants  of    the  Home.     The  veterans  met  me 
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with  tears  of 'gratitude  at  my  '(joining  and  during  iiiy  two  days1 
stay  were  busy  asking  questions  about  their  friends  back  in 
Cheyenne  where  they  lived  so  long.

Application  for  a  charter  was  sent  to  Buffalo, ^Wyoming, 
and  seven  names  secured.  Owing  to  the  severe  weather  in  No- 
vember and  sickness  in  the.  Soldiers'  Home  this  spring,  the 
work  has  not  l>een  finished^"  The  member  of  the  Woman's  .Re- 
lief Corps  to  institute  this  Corps  and  install  the  officers  is  a 
member  of  J*  .F.  Reynolds  Corps  No.  \K  but  lives  at  the'  Home 
in  Buffalo.  An  application  for  a  charter  has  becu  sexrt  to  Ba- 
sin, Wyoming,  and  several  names  secured,  where  there  is  a  line 
Post,  the  General  O/O.  Howard,  No.  110.  I  am  sorry  to  re- 
cord the  disbanding  of  Wmfield  Scott  Corps  No.  19,  at  Aspen. 
They  had  no  meeting  after  my  installation  into  office  and  scut 
in  their  charter  October  16,  as  delinquent.  1  know  of  only  out? 
member  taking  a  transfer  Card.  Had  I  been  able  to  have  sent 
any  one  into  Aspen  during  the  summer  months  we  could  have 
held  the  Corps.  Their  trouble  was  over  the  legality  of  holding 
office  and  filling  vacancies,  not  indifference,  but  our  finances 
were  such  it  seemed  impossible  to  risk  sending  any  "one-  who 
really  understood  the  work. 

The  two  Corps  in  southern  Colorado,  Jim  Bowie  No.  />0, 
and  Joe  Hooker  No.  48,  are  sorely  in  need  of  instruction  and 
new  members,  and  that  leads  me  to  make 
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Recommendation  No.  ;J.  That  tin?"  incoming  administra- 
tion shall  appoint  at  once  an  efficient  officer  to  visit  Jim  Bowie 
Corps  No.  BO,  and  Joe  Hooker  ('taps  No.  4i»,  to  solicit  new 
members  and  instruct  them  in  their  work,  the  Department 
bearing  all  expense.

Five  General  Orders,  one- circular  letter,  two  personal  let- 
ters, one  password,  three  charters  and  one  roster  have  been  is- 
sued from  Department  -Headquarters.  Sixteen  dollars  in  post- 
age has  been' used  by  the  President  in  correspondence,  making 
a  total  of  over  7f>0  letters.  And  out  Of  1 ,000  envelopes  printed 
for  President  and  Secretary,  on'.  i>00  are  left,  showing  the  im- 
mense amount  of  mailing  that  has  been  done;  of  course  most  of 
the  printed-  matter  going. out  of  the  Secretary's  office  with  one 
cent  postage.  ~  t  , 

Acting  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  passed  at 
our  last  convention  I  issued  only  five  General  Orders,  instead  of 
nine;  each  of  these  with  postage  costs  about  $7,50,  a  saving  of 
about  $o0.00.  The  roster  for  which  were  received  so  many  let- 
ters of  commendation  was  printed  at  a  cost  of  $1(5.^5,  after  all 
election  returns  were  in,  but  it  was  made  the  size  and  style  of 
the  Journal,  so  it  saves  $l.*i.00  in  the  cost  of  the'  Journal,  and 
makes  the  roster  really  cost  $)1.'25.     I  therefore  make 

Recommendation  No.  5.  That  only  five  General  Orders 
shall  be  published  in  the  year,  one  Memorial  Order  and  one 
roster,  the  roster  after  election  returns  are  in.  ft  shall  lie  the 
size  and  style  of  the  Journal  so  that  it  can  be  used  as  a  part  of 
that  book,  and  arrangements  shall  be  made  that  it  lessen  tin* 
expense  of  the  Journal.

The  liabilities  which  assumed  wen' over  $115.00,  which    at 
the    end    of    June    left  still  many  debts,  besides  the  printing  of

cers, and  to  social  affairs,  I  cannot  report  even  one  official  visit 
to  a  single  Corps  during  my  term  of  oflice.

with  a  brief  outline  of  the  work  accomplished  by  myself  since 
receiving  the  appointment  of   Department  Patriotic  Instructor. 

In  the  first  place  will  say  that  I  did  not  want  tin*  oilier  this 
year,  as  I  had  made  my  plans  otherwise.  Knowing  thai  my 
successor  was  appointed  at  the  last  convention  in  June  1  al- 
lowed myself  to  be  installed  Corps  Patriotic  .Instructor.  ImisI 
Color  Bearer,  and  Press  Correspondent  of  my  home  Corps.  In 
January  I  saw  by  Department  General  Orders  that  Mis.  Ncvins 
had  resigned  and  I  was  appointed  Patriotic  Instructor  for  the 
Department.  Naturally  i  v.,-  surprised,  but  wishing  to  do 
what   I    could   to  aid  our  kind  I )epartnumt  President,  accepted. 

Through  mistakes  and  misunderstandings  it  was  at    least    a 
month    before    I    received    my    badge  from  .Mrs.  Kevins,  or  any 
supplies.     Finally  blanks  carne  from  Mrs.  Kate  Jones.  National 
Patriotic    Instructor,  Ilion.    N.  V..  who   said    she    would    send 
leahYts    soon.     I    concluded   to  wait  for  them  and  send  out  with 
the  blanks.

Colorado.— It  has  been  ail 
honor  as  well  as  a  pleasant  duty  to  me  to  visit  the  schools  and 
school  children  of  the  city  and  county  of  Denver.  There  are 
fifty  schools  in  this  city,  seven  of  which  I  visited  in  tin4  past 
six  months,  containing  in  all  about  110  rooms  and  over  (>,000 
school  children.  I  find  the  patriotic  sentiment  among  teachers 
and  scholars  as  a  whole  all  that,  could  be  desired.  Each  school 
has  a  *' school  house1  rlag"  and  some  of  the  rooms  have  their 
own  flag.  In  most  of  the  schools  leagues  and  organizations  con- 
sisting of  parents,  friends  and  taxpayers,  are  banded  together 
for  raising  money; to  purchase  pictures  and  statuary,  much  of 
which  are  of  a  patriotic  nature.  In  one  of  the  schools  I  ob- 
served many  pictures  and  small  statues  of  our  lie  loved  Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Memorial  Day  was  a  beautiful  day:  the  weather  was  all 
we  could  ask ;  as  usual  the  school  children  gathered  flowers 
which  were  made  into  wreaths  and  bouquets  by  the  several 
committees  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  for  the  graves  of  our 
hero  dead. 

Another  illustration  of  the  interest  of  the  young:  Arbor 
Day  is  observed  by  the  schools  of  Denver,  the  school  children 
taking  great  interest  in  the  planting  of  trees  and  shrubbery. 
In  some  schools  where  the  boys  receive  manual  instruction,  bird 
houses  are  made  and  placed  in  the  trees  on  Arbor  Day.  On 
the  grounds  of  one  school  a  bird  bath  was  placed  on  a  tall  pole, 
one  class  having  the  care  of  it,  keeping  it  well  rilled  with  water. 
My  experience  in  the  work  teaches  me  that  among  the  chil- 
dren of  the  present  day  a  healthy  interest  is  taken  in  all    that  is 
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benutiful  and  Hint  a  sympathy   for  fellow  creatures  does   exist.

I  thence  to  the  bridge  across  the  Arkansas  to  launch  the  beautiful 

little  boat  and  perform  the  services   for   the   sailor  dead.     After 
we    had    begun   the  services  we  saw  the  foot  bridge  about  thirty 
rods   below    us,  containing    several    persons    with  children,  had 
\  broken  one  of  its  cables  and  fallen  into  the  water,  and  saw  chil- 

dren   crawling  off.     We  were  told  that  no  one  was  hurt,  and  we 
j  proceeded  with  the   services,  which  were  shortened    as    much  as 
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possible.  But  little  did  we  realize  that  lives  were  ^oiii;'  mil  at 
the  time,  and  so  near.  Intense  excitement  prevailed;  every 
mother  who  did  not  have  her  hand  on  her  children  felt  that  hers, 
too,  had  gone  down  with  the  fatal  bridge. 

At  1  #0  p.  m.  the  conveyances  were  at  the  opera  house  to 
convey  all  who  wished  to  the  cemetery.  To  my  surprise  there 
were  hundreds  of  children  waiting  to  go.  The  day  was  perfect, 
but  oh!  the  sadness.  It  was  night  before  we  could  learn  the  ex- 
tent of  the  disaster,  and  it  was  rumored  that  even  more  wen- 
lost.  We,  the  Corps  members,  were  heartbroken,  but  felt,  as 
the  comrades  had  ice  cream  ordered  and  the  ladies  their  cakes 
baked  for  the  camp  tire  in  the  evening,  that  we  would  try  to 
help  them  out.  We  spent  a  social  evening  with  music,  patriot- 
ic reading  and  refreshments;  still  offering  silent  prayer  for  the 
aching  hearts  and  desolate  homes  of  the  bereaved  ones.  For 
years  this  will  be  a  sad  anniversary  for  them  and  us. 

M.  M.  Crocker,  No.  40,  Denver,  Colorado.— Reports  that 
the  work  along  our  lines  seems  to  be  pretty  well  gone  over  in 
Denver  by  other  patriotic  orders.  The  oleograph  that  our 
Corps  presented  to  the  Bryant  school  was  beautifully  framed 
and  well  received  and  they  seemed  very  proud  of  it.

Dear  Mudaui—In  compliance  with  our  Rules  and  Hernia- 
tions my  report  as  Department  Press  Correspondent  is  respect- 
fully submitted. 

When  I  received  notice  of  my  appointment  last  June  I  was 
visiting  in  California  and  did  not  return  to  Colorado  until  Sep- 
tember. No  communications  were  sent  me  until  after  the  In- 
spector s  visits,  as  none  of  the  Corps  correspondents  knew  until 
then  to  whom  reports  should  be  sent. 

When  the  Inspector  was  here  in  October  she  told  us  of  the 
"Messenger*  and  I  promptly  subscribed  for  it  and  forwarded 
my  report  of  her  visit,  with  extracts  from  the  letters  1  had  re- 
ceived and  all  W.  R.  C.  laws  1  could  gather.

1  had  the  sketch  ac- 
companying the  last  General  Orders  to  Press  Correspondents 
printed  in  our  local  papers.  My  term  in  ofHce  has  been  very 
unsatisfactory  and  I  do  not  feel  that  I  have*  accomplished  any- 
thing for  the  good  of  the  Order;  but  I  cannot  see  wherein  1 
have  been  to  blame,  as  I  conscientiously  tried  to  do  the  best  1 
knew.  Nor  can  I  blame  the  Corps  correspondents;  for  a  while 
they  all  reported  promptly,  but  there  is  very  little  encouragement 
for  a  busy  woman,  as  most  \V.  E.  0.  correspondents  ant.  to 
take  the  time  and  trouble  to  write  a  report  to  send  to  the  De- 
partment Correspondent,  who  must  condense  and  send  it  to  a 
National  Assistant  Correspondent,  who  in  turn  condenses  and 
sends  it  to  a  far  away  paper,  where  if  not  consigned  to  the 
waste  basket  it  is  still  further  condensed  and  finally  printed  in 
such  form  that  so  little  of  the  original  article  is  left  that  it  is 
scarcely  recognizable.  There  is  so  little  of  National  interest 
ever  transpiring  in  small  places  that  Corps  correspondents  have 
nothing  to  write  about  except  their  little  local  affairs,  for  which, 
of  course,  space  could  not  be  given  in  a  magazine  like  the 
"Messenger."  So  I  respectfully  suggest  that  some  of  our  mem- 
bers who  know  how  to  do  things  direct  their  energies  toward 
establishing  a  Department  paper  where  all  the  events  of  our 
home  Corps  can  be  published  and  rind  interested  readers  for 
everything  they  report. 

With  my  assurance  to  all  the  Corps  correspondents  that 
I  fully  appreciate  all  their  letters  and  regretted  my  inability 
to  give  them  the  notice  they  deserved,  and  my  thanks  to  tin' 
Department  President  for  my  appointment,  and  all  courtesies  re-

Shortly  after  my  election  to  oilice,  we  were  shocked  at  t  li»» 
news  of  tlie  terrible  mine  disaster  at  II  anna,  Wyoming,  and  I  he 
John  A.  Campbell  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Rock  Springs.  Wy- 
oming, aided  and  assisted  by  your  Senior  Vice  Commander,  O. 
S.  Hamilton,  raised  and  distributed  over  $2»VJ.00  to  the  needy 
ones.  Later  a  strike  in  Cripple  Creek  District  in  Colurndo 
made  much  relief  work  necessary.  And  the  Senior  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Anna  S.  McGree,  was  on  the  ground  and  kept  me  fully 
posted  in  regard  to  all  needs. 

During  the  month  of  May,  a  terrible  flood  at  Cheyenne, 
Wyoming,  made  several  veteran  families  homeless.  Every- 
thing they  had  in  their  homes  and  several  houses  were  entirely 
swept  away.  -Mrs.  Jennie  Knight,  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Board,  assisted  by  myself,  organized  a  Relief  Committee,  col- 
lected and  distributed  $28(>.50  to  the  Hood  sufferers.  In  con- 
nection with  the  J.  F.  Reynolds  Relief  Corps  we  were  given 
the  immediate  families  of  the  veterans.

That  rituals  and  badges  i  new  ribbons  .being  supplied 
the  hitter)  belonging  to  disbanded  Corps,  in- sold  at  regular 
prices. 

III.  That  the  President-elect  be  furnished  with  a  i*'Op> 
of  the  Decisions  of  Convention  within  Liftecn  days  after  the  ad 
journment. 

IV.  That  the  rate  of  representation  to  Department  Con- 
vention be  one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one  ad- 
ditional delegate  for  the  fraction  of  ihore  than  one-half  that 
number. 

V.  That  the  per  capita  tax  be  15  rents  per  quarter. 

VI.  That  all  orders  for  supplies  be  properly  made  on  req- 
uisition blanks,  with  the  accompany  ing  money  sent  made  pay- 
able by  either  post  officii  or  express  order,  and  sent  direct  to  the 
Department  Treasurer.

also  a  record  of  nil  disbanded  Corps  and  causes  of  same,  with  a 
full  list  of  members  in  good  standing  at  the  time;  of  disbandmeut. 

XII.  That  a  complete  lile  of  Department  and  National 
Journals  be  bound  and  kept  at  Headquarters,  and  that  great 
care  be  taken  in  the  preservation  of  the  same. 

XIII.  That  Corps  hereafter  organized  be  given  the  vacant 
numbers  on  the  roster,  commencing  with  the  first  vacant  num- 
ber, and  that  the  date  of  organization  be  added  to  the  roster. 

XIV.  That  on  election  returns  sent  to  the  Department 
Secretary  be  written  the  address  of  the  Corps  President,  Secre- 
tary and  Chaplain,  with  street  and  number  of  those  living  in 
cities. 

XV.  That  a  general  order  containing  the  address  of  the

Eleven  months  J  have  held  the  reins  of  this  Depart- 
ment,  directed  its  work  and  guarded  its  interests.  Every 
officer,  every  corps — ye>,  every  member  -  has,  1  hope,  bad 
her  hand  on  the  plow.  Our  Held  is  a  large  one.  We 
need  the  steady  hand  of  every  member  to  insure  a  suc- 
cessful administration.  \l  anyone  of  you  stood  aside 
with  your  arms  folded,  calling  loudly  or  whispering 
privately  to  your  neighbors  of  our  mistakes,  my  repl\  to 
you  is,  take  hold  of  the  plow;  we  need  you. 

As  I  step  aside  and  turn  the  reins  o\vv  to  another, 
myself  placing  my  hand  on  the  plow,  1  assure  you  there 
is  no  diminution  of  zeal  for  the  future  interests  of  our 
order,  and  no  deficiency  of  grateful  respect  for  your  past 
kindnesses.

Five  General  Orders,  one  Memorial  Order,  three 
Charters,  one  duplicate  Charter  and  one  Roster  have  been 
issued  from  Department  Headquarters.  My  correspond- 
ence has  been  far  greater  than  1  had  expected.  1 
endeavored  to  reply  to  all  letters  as  promptly  as  possible, 
delay  being  occasioned  often  times  by  absence  from 
hea< [quarters  oh  official  work. 

Blank  applications  for  Charters  have  been  sent  to 
several  Post  Commanders,  and  1  trust  that  the  succeeding 
administration  "will  reap  a  harvest  from  the  seed  .-own. 

Acting  under  instructions  of  the  National  President, 
the  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  National  Convention  were  begun  la*t  November. 
Much  interest  has  been  taken  throughout  the  Department 
and  the  work  has  progressed  in  a  creditable  manner. 

In  my  work  in  the  interests  of  the  Department  during 
my  official 'term,  I  have  traveled,  in  this  Department  nine 
thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  miles,  mv  trip  to 
the  National  Convention  making  a  total  of  thirteen  thou- 
sand  four  hundred  and  thirty. four  miles,  and  I  have  spent 
for  railroad  fare  twelve  dollars  and  fifteen  cents.

Grant  No.  15,  ^Nathaniel  Lyon  No.  27.  \V.  T.  Sherman 
No.  24,  ami  Kilpatrick  No.  ;M.  To  all  of  these  1  Mint 
copies  of  Circular  Letter  No.  1  from  National  Patriotic 
Instructor,  Kate  E.  Jones.

Dear  Madam:  Through  you  i  have  the  honor  to 
submit  to  the  Twenty -iirst  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  my  report  a>  Department  Press 
Correspondent. 

I  received  my  appointment  in  .June.  11)01.  following 
the  President's  instructions.  1  subscribed  for  the  II'.  7/.  (•'. 
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Mesneii(jer\  also .  sent  owl  twenty-live  postal-cards  l<«  as 
many  corps  in  the  Department,  asking  them  to  semi  to 
me  any  items  of  interest  occurring  in  their  corps,  for 
publication  in  the  Messenger.  About  one-half  of  them 
responded.  These  articles  1  condensed  and  wrote  up,  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  but  they  evidently  considered 
them  poor,  my  writing  poorer,  and  my  spelling  poorest; 
for  they  not  only  failed  to  publish  them,  but  discontinued 
my  paper  (audit  was  paid  for  in  advance),  ,>o  L  would  lose 
their  address  and  therefore  be  unable  to  trouble  them  with 
any  more  of  my  : effusions.  I  tried  to  jar  their  memory, 
but  they  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  all  my  appeals.  Then  Mrs. 
Anna  Babbitt  wrote  to  me  and  said  we  had  a  paper  of 
our  own  and  we  would  110J  trouble  the  Messenger  with 
any  more  items;  to  send  them  to  the  liovly  Jlountin'n 
Sentinel)  which  would  publish  all  we  would  send  in.  L 
gladly  did  so.  -  For  a  while  all  went  well;  then  all  of  a 
sudden  our  space  was  occupied  by  a  foot-ball  game  and  not 
a  A\r.  R.  0.  item  appeared,  although  1  had  sent  in  some 
half  a  dozen  good  items,  besides  quite  a  long  piece  oi 
poetry,  with  some  sterling  good  advice  to  Relief  Corps  in 
general  (I  mean  the  poetry,  not  myself).  1  understand 
their  excuse  was,  ••the  items  were  not  interesting:  we 
don't  think  anyone  cares  to  read  them."  Not  being  W. 
11.  C.  people,  I  am  wondering  what  right  they  had  to 
judge.  I  think  the  most  interesting  part  to  them  was 
the  twenty-live  cents  subscriptions,  and  when  they  ceased 
to  come  in  our  items  ceased  to  have  any  interest. 

I  have  recceived  twenty-five  letters  and  a  number  of 
newspaper  clippings,  all  of  which  1  have  forwarded  to  the 
Sentinel  for  publication.  About  one-half  of  them  found 
the  waste  basket.  So,  von  see,  dear  sisters,  the  effort  to 
establish  a  .Department  paper  has  been  a  failure,  so  far. 
Another  year,  with  a  more  efficient  Press  Correspondent, 
we  may  have  better  success.  I  am  too  busy  a  woman  to 
give  this  interesting  work  the  attention  it  requires  anil 
deserves,  and  I  feel  I  have  been  more  or  less  of  a  failure 
as  a  Press  Correspondent.  I  hope  my  successor  will  see 
her  way  clear  to  give  it  more  of  her  time  and  attention 
than  I  have  been  able  to  in  the  last  year.  I  have  received 
many  kind  letters    and  messages    from  Corps  Correspond- 
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ents,  that  I  would  like -to  Lave  answered  personally,  Lirl 
had  to  wait  for  this  opportunity  to  thank  yon,  one  and  all, 
for  your  kind  words.

Report  of  Delegate-at-Large. 

Edna  E.  Campbell, 

Department  Secretary  A\r.  \l.  C.  : 

J)ear  Madam:  As  Dole-gate- at-.Lar«ie  to  the  National 
Convention,  1  submit  the  following  report: 

Everywhere  Old  Glory  floated;  everywhere  Boston 
paid  its  brilliant  tribute  to  those  whose  heroism  made  our 
nag  possible.  Nothing  but  tlie  higbest  and  most  enthu- 
siastic praise  was  heard  from  the  headquarters  of  every  De- 
partment for  Boston's  hospitality.  The  ovation  accorded 
the  visitors  was  of  the  most  wholesome  nature;  numer- 
ous incidents  and  features  of  universal  interest  market) 
the  great  parade.  It  was  considered  one  of  the  most,  re- 
markable and  impressive  spectacles  of    its  kind    ever   wit 
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nessed  in  the  history  of  the  Growl  Army  of  the  Uepuhlic. 
On  seine  occasions  when  the  veterans  were  younger, -the 
route  has- been  longer  and  there  have  been  more  in  the 
inarchinor  ranks,  but  no  more  impressive  demonstration 
was  ever  made  than  that  which  was  witnessed  by  the  \  «ist 
multitude  along  the  march  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  on  August  LG  in  lioston.  What  a  sight  it  was, 
and  we  could  not  help  but  say,  are  these  the  men  who 
went  out  to  light  the  battles  of  the  Union  forty  year.-  ago. 
They  were  no  tottering. wrecks,  no  victims  of  decrepitude  of 
age;  they  step  out  firmly  to  the  clatter  of  the  drum  and 
fife;  they  swing  along  easily  in  cadence  with  the  music  of 
the  old  war  songs;  their  eyes  are  blight,  their  forms  erect. 
their  faces  toward  the  world,  lirm  ami  confident  and  cour- 
ageous. They. are  a  sturdy  lot,  those  old  soldiers  of  the 
civil  war,  and  the  march  they  made  under  that  Angu.-t 
sun  would  test  the  force  and  endurance  of  far  younger 
men,  and  they  performed  it  easily,  grandly. 

The  years  set  lightly  upon  rhe  old  soldier*;  in  their 
lighting  days  they  were  the  llower  of  the  American  youth; 
to-day  they  represent , the  ripe  fruit  of  sturdy  American 
manhood.  And  the  hundreds  of  thousands  who  were 
crowding  the  streets  to  d<.)  honor  to  the  veterans  of  the 
civil  war  of  the  same  sort,  and  would  respond  just  as  joy- 
ously should  another  such  call  come  from  the  nation.  The 
old  spirit  lives  sustained  by  just  such  influences  as  thai 
which  the  Grand  Army  brings. 

The  old  veterans  became  the  applauders  instead  of  the 
applauded,  on  catching  sight  of  the  Living  Flag  in  which 
2200  children,  dressed  in  red.  white  find  blue,  representing 
the  national  colors,  seated  on  the  gigantic  grand-stand  on 
Tremont  street,  as  the  Grand  Army  passed  by.  Kver-y 
post  commander  uncovered  in  presence  of  the  "Living 
Flan-."  The  children  were  divided,  singing  one  section  at 
a  time;  the  seats  were  arranged  in  rows,  upon  which  the 
children  sat  dressed  in  red  and  white;  the  iield  of  blue 
was  produced  by  the  children  wearing  that  color;  large 
white  stars  arranged  among  the  children  e-uve  the  desired 
etfect.  The  program  included  all  the  national  songs.  It  re- 
mained, however,  for  Cook's  drum-corps  of  Denver  to  make 
the  hit  of  the  parade,  as  in  passing  the  Governor,  the  boys 
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formed  in  a  cross  and  struck  up,  with  marked  musical  ef- 
fect, "Onward  Christian,  Soldiers."  The  band  caught  :he 
crowd,  and  there  was  tremendous  cheering.  The  number 
of  persons  in  line  was  20,007;  number  til!  (irand  Army 
veterans  17,4011;  number  of  musicians  2,1)31;  number  uf 
hands  and  drum-corps  LOS.  Kvery  Slate  in  tin-  Union  wa- 
represented.  The  grand-stands  held  1  o,UUU,  and  it  re- 
quired 800  policemen  to  handle  the  people.  It  took  ii vi- 
and one-half  hours  for  the  procession  to  passu  given 
point. 

Much  praise  is  due  the  lied  Cross  Society,  who>e  attend- 
ants were  stationed  on  all  of  the  grand-stands  at  the  City 
1 1.a.1 1 .  During  the  parade  they  gave  the  sick  the  bent  care 
possible,  and  many  favorable  comments  were  heard  among 
those  seated  in  the  grand-Hands,  thie  among  the  many 
pleasant  evidences  of  the  courtesy  extended  to  the  visiting 
G.  A.  U.  members  was  the  general  custom  lV»r  young  peo- 
ple to  give  the  veterans  seats  in  the  street- ears.  I  ob- 
served many  instances  of  such  acts  of  politeness.  'I  here 
were  many,  many  incidents  1  would  like  to  mention,  but 
time  and  space  forbidf. 

The  Twenty -Second  National  Convention  of  the  Wom- 
an's Relief  Corps  met  in  Chapman  llall,Tremont  Temple, 
Boston,  on  August  17  and  lv  PJU-1.  The  scene  at  the 
Temple  was  a  gay  and  inspiring  one,  there  being  fully 
12,000  women  in  attendance  and  the  building  was  adorned 
with  flags,  streamers  and  tlowers.  'The  convet\tion  was 
called  to  order  by  the  National  President,  Sarah  P. 
Wiltons.  The  convention  opened  with  prayer  by  Pa.-E 
National  President,  Harriet  A.  Bodee.  One  verse  of  the 
opening  ode  was  sung,  and  the  tlag  salute  given. 

The  Department  President  of  Massachusetts,  Annie 
M.  Warne,  gave  the  aihlress  of  welcome,  and  in  clo.-imj[ 
presented  the  National  President  "with  a  beautiful  spuon 
from  her  Department. 

The  President  responded  to  the  welcome,  and  thanked 
the  donors  for  the  gift.  Poll  was  called  and  only  two 
National  officers  were  found  absent,  the  Junior  Viee-Prcs. 
relent  and  one  member  of  the  Kxeeutive  1'oard.  The 
National  officers  were  then  introduced  to  the  convention, 
and  salute  given.     The    past  National  Presidents  were  re- 
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quested  to  come to  the  platform,  ami  twelve. were  presented 
to  the  convention  and  given  the  salute  of  the  order.  In 
presenting  these  officers  the  President  requested  the  con- 
vention to  remain  standing  a  few  moments  with  bowed 
heads  in  memory  of  the  Past  Presidents  who  had  joined 
the  silent  majority.  The  Department  of  California  and 
Nevada,  and  also  of  Ohio,  presented  the  President  with 
flowers,  which  were  accepted  with  thanks. 

The  National  President  then  declared  the  Twenty- 
Second  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Uelief  Corps 
opened  for  the  transaction  of  any- business  to  be  legally 
brought  before  it. 

[     A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  morning  sea- 
rs 

sion  be  an  open  one,  so  all  oouid  hear  the  President's  ad- 
dress. 

The  National  Secretary  announced  the  appointments 
for  convention:  Senior  Viee- President,  Ursula  Mattison, 
presided  while  the  President  read  her  address. 

In  the  President's  report  she  mentioned  the  fact  that 
when  she  established  her  headquarters  not  a  flag  was  found 
among  the  supplies.  She  expressed  her  regret  to  Patrotic 
Instructor,  Kate  E.  Jones,  and  shortly  after  received  a 
letter  from  Allen  0:  Pakewell,  Patriotic  Instructor,  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  asking  if  she  would  accept  a  flag 
from  him.  In  a  few  days  she  received  a  beautiful  flag, 
which  she  presented  to  the  convention — a  picture  of  her 
little  grandson  holding  this  flag  the  President  had  minted 
for  the  convention  badge. 

After  the  reading  of  the  President's  address,  the  COm- 
mittee  on  officers'  reports  were  announced  by  tjie  National 
Secretary.  As  the  National  officers'  reports  were  all 
printed,  and,  there  being  no  objection,  they  were  referred 
to  their  respective  committees  without  being  read. 

The  National  Treasurer  reported,  J  nne  30,  190-1,  in 
general  fund  $12,357.84,  and  no  liabilities. 

The  National  Secretary  reported,  June  30,  L001?  a 
membership  of  121,585.  Amount  of  relief  during  the 
year  §172,749. 80.  Total  amount  of  relief  since  organiza- 
tion to  June  30.  1904,  82,r»77,415.09. 

.Annie  C.  Shattuc,  of  Massachusetts,  \\;is  introduced, 
and  with  a  few  well- chosen  words,  presented  the   National 
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President  with   a   spoon    from    the   (irst  corps   organized. 
Tliis  corj>s  had    maintained    its   organization  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century,  and   had    just  celebrated    its  twenty- fifth  ;>n- 
niversary.     The  handle  of  the  spoon  was  of  silver,  in  com 
memoration  of  the  twenty-live  years;  the  howl  was  of  <j«  1  i. 
in  recognition  of  the  National  colors.     The    President   e.\ 
pressed    her    thanks   to   the. members  of  Corps  No.  1 .  i In 
oldest  corps  in  the  United  States. 

The  chairman  of  the  entertainment  committee,  in  be- 
half of  the  committee  and  members.-  extended,  a  cordial 
welcome  to  the  National  President  and  her  convention, 
saying  a  little  later  the  convention  would  be  informed  of 
what  had  been  planned  for  their  entertainment.  A  hand- 
some vase,  adorned  with  fruit  and  leaves,  was  presented 
to  the  National  President  from  said  committee. 

As  the  chairman  of  the  entertainment  committee  left 
the  platform,  the  members  of  the  tloral  committee  came 
down  the  aisle,  each  having  a  basket  of  flowers  with  a  -<u< 
venir-spoon  hid  in  the  handle,  which  their  chairman  pre- 
sented to  several  of  the  National  officers,  and  lo  Mary  L. 
Oilman,  chairman  of  executive  committee,  a  beautiful 
silver  cake-basket,  as  well  as  a  basket  of  llowers.  .Mr.-. 
Turner,  chairman  of  the  accommodation  committee,  was 
given  a  lar^e  bunch  of  roses.  Kach  oift  was  ackuow-ledovd 
by  a  few  words  of  thanks.  Mrs.  Turner  stated  that  her 
committee  had  furnished  accommodation:?  for  1 1,000 
visitors. 

Major  Mink  was  introduced  and  given  the  salute  of 
the  order.  lie  made  a  short  address  to  the  convent iou, 
which  was  received  with  applause,  lie  was  presented  with 
a  badge  as  he  retired. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  election  of 
officers  be  made  the  order  of  the  day  at  u  o'clock. 

One  of  the  most  ydeasiim  incidents  of  the  morning  ses- 
sion  was  the  playing  of  the  boys'  band  from  the  Soldiers' 
and  Sailors'  Home  of  Indiana.  Past  National  President 
Agnes  llitt  announced  that  Major  Wood,  commander  of 
the  Home,  and  Professor  Kldridge  and  the  band  were  in 
the  ante-room,  and  requested  permission  to  escort  them 
into  the  hall.  As  the  ban*'  entered,  they  played  the  suul 
inspiring    tune,    "Marching    Through    (icorgia/'      There 
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were' about  forty  of  1  hem ,  ranging  in  acre  from  seven  lo 
lif teen  years.  Major  Wood  gave  a  short  history  of  the 
Home,  and  stated  that  there  were  about  G(J0  boys  in  it 
at  that  time.  They  were  kept  until  sixteen  years  of  ago, 
and  when  discharged  from  the  Home  were  well  fitted  tu 
provide  for  themselves.  The  band  played  several  piece*, 
one  of  which  was  " We'll  Kever  Haul  the  <  >ld  Flag  I)own,v 
and  as  they  sang  the  chorus,  the  convention  rose,  and  it 
was  a  scene  never  to  be  forgotten.  The  President  of  the 
Department  of  New  'York  presented  each  boy  with  ;i  small 
Hag.  and  as  the  little  fellows  marched  out,  the  convention, 
as  with  one  voice,  sang,  "Tramp,  Tramp  the  Boys  are 
March  i  ng." 

As  the  hands  of  the  clock  pointed  to  the  noon  hour, 
the  convention  adjourned  until  2  o'clock. 

An  announcement  was  made  that  all  delegates  were 
invited  to  take  lunch  at  the  Park  Street  Church,  and  tick- 
ets  were   given  delegates. 

Not  the  least  interesting  feature  in  connection  with 
the -G.  A.  lw.  Encampment  were  the  complimentary 
lunches  served  to  the  700  visiting  delegates  of  the  Wbrii- 
an's  Relief  Corps  and  the  Army  .Nurses'  Association  in 
the  IV'k  Street  church.  The  rooms  where,  the  luncheon 
was  served  were  tastefully  decorated  with  colored  bunting 
and  adorned  with  flowers.  There,  were  ten  long  tables, 
two  of  which  were  reserved  for  the  National  officers  of  the 
Woman's  Kelief  Corps.  Everything  had  been  done  by 
the  committee  in  charge  to  make  the  visitors  feel  welcome, 
and  'a  great  deal  of  time  and  money  had  been,  spent  on 
this  luncheon.  Every  guest  was  presented  woh  a  beautiful 
souvenir  plate,  with  a  picture  of  the  Park  Street  church 
on  it,  and  the  cost  of  these  was  defrayed  from  a  special 
fund  raised  entirely  by  the  luncheon  committee,  for  tin- 
untiring  efforts  they  put  forth  to  make  the  luncheon  a 
success. 

The  second  session  of  the  Twenty-Second  National 
convention  was  called  to  order  at  2  o'clock  by  the  National 
President.  A  motion  was  made  that  we  •hold  an  evening 
session.  After  considerable  discussion,  the  motion  was 
carried.  As  the  hour  for  the  election  of  officers  had  ar- 
rived, the  roll  was  called,  and    while  waiting    for  the  ere- 
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deutiitf  committee  to  report,  tin-  time  was  well  taken  by 
the  .National  Secretary  receiving  muiic  ilowen*.  and  the 
.National  President  receiving  a  hambome  pin,  a  Sp :.ni.-h 
topaz  set  in  a  rim  of  g"ld,  studded  with  chipped  dia- 
momls.  The  gift,  was  from  six  ladies  re»idinji  in  a- 
many  different  States.  She  was  also  prc.-ented  vviiii  u 
diamond  ring  frolic  her  aides.  The  1  'resident  e\  j.. .  --ed 
her  thanks  in  her  usual  sweet;  way. 

The   credential  committee   reported  A¥>\)  voting    mcm- 
ihers  present.      And  for  the  first  lime  in  the  histoid  "i    the 
AVomau's    lielief   Corps  they  elected   the    National   Piysi 
dent  on  the  first  day  of  the  gathering; 

The  guard  announced  a  committee  from  the  (J rand 
Army,  and  comrades  King, Harris  and  Wolfe  wet«.  pre- 
sented, and  each  comrade  made  a  short  speech.  Comrade 
Kino-  took  occasion  to  find  a  little  fault  with  the  decora 
tions,  saying  one  would  think  it  was  a  French  celebration, 
the  colors  being  arranged  as  they  wore.  blue,  while  and 
red.  lie  was  scarcely  .through  speaking  when  tin  IVpari- 
llient  President  of  Minnesota  rose  to  her  feet  and  said, 
.vTlu*  AVoiuan's  lielief i  Corps  always  look  up,  not  down, 
and 'our  colors  are  properly  placed. "'  The  comrade  \va> 
somewhat  chagrined  at  being  called  'down  as  he  was.  out 
admitted  the  lady  was  ri«jhr. 

Colonel  AViuans  made  the  convention  a  call,  and  gave 
a  very  interesting  report  of  the  Woman's  Uelief  Corps. 
-Home,  he  beitm  a  member  of  the  Home  heard. 

As  it  had  been  decided  to  hold  a  night  session,  the 
luncheon  committee  announced  ihey  would  erve  tea  to  :ill 
who  wished.  Tickets  were  distributed,'. and  the  con\en- 
tion  took  a  recess  until  7.30  p.  m. 

Before  being  called  to  order  at  the  evening  session  an 
organ  recital  was  given  by  one  of  the  I  U|  aliment  eilie.ers 
of  M'tissftcii ti setts.  It  is  needless  to  say  how  all  enjoyed 
the  music.  The  National  IVesidvllt  j))«.nni.-ed  that,  the 
lhorning  session  would  he  opened  with  another  recital 
given  by  the  same  lady.  i  was  informed  that  the  lady 
whoso  kindly  gave  us  the  mm-ical  treat  was  the  only 
woman  who  had  ever  been  able  to  handle  that  immense 
instrument. 

President  called  to  order,  and  the   convention  resumed 
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business.  Senior  Vice-President  and  Junior  Vice-Presi- 
dent elected.  After  hearing  reports  of  several  committees, 
and  tlie  souvenir  badges  being    distributed,   a  motion   to 


adjourn  until  Thursday  morning  at  N.iiO  prevailed.  He- 
fore  adjournment,  however,  Major  Proctor, of  New  Hamp- 
shire, was  presented,  lie  said  he  had  come  to  pay  his 
respects  to  the  newly-elected  President,  and  he  presented 
Mrs.  Minot  with  a  bouquet  of  roses.  As  Major  Proctor 
retired,  the  convention  sang,  4>Mre  Have  Come  from  the 
Mountains  of  the  Old  Granite  State."  The  convention 
then  adjourned. 

Thursday  morning  the  convention  was  again  treated 
to  a  grand  organ  recital,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  the 
President  called  to  order,  and  "America"  was  sung.  I 
only  wish  that  all  could  have  heard  that  rich  old  hymn 
sung  as  it  was  on  that  morning  of  August  18  when  the 
assemblage  of  women  stood  and  each  with  the  star.-  and 
stripes  in  her  hand  sang  " America.'5  It  was  one  of  the 
events  of  the  Twenty-Second  Convention  1  shall  ever  re- 
member.       , 

Mrs.  Ma^on  led  in  prayer,  the  convention  joining  in 
the  Lord's  Prayer.  Reports  of  committees  and  other 
business  that  were  presented   were  listened  to. 

A  committee  from  the  Ladies'  Aid,  Ladies  of  the 
G.  A.  P.,  and  a  delegation  from  the  Army  Nurses1  Asso- 
ciation were  received  and  introduced  and  presented  with 
badges.  General  Carrington  was  escorted  in,  introduced 
and  given  the  salute  of  the  order.  lie  brought,  the 
message  of  the  election  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
A\r.  W.  Blackmar.  The  wife  of  the  newly-elected  Com- 
mander being  among  the  delegates,  she  was  called  to  the 
platform  and   introduced. 

After  the  visitors  retired,  the  convention  proceeded  to 
the  election  of  other  officers.  Before  adjourning  at  noon, 
all  officers,  except  the  executive  board  and  the  members 
of  other  boards,  were  elected.     Adjourned  for  lunch. 

The  convention  called  to  order  at  2  r.  m. 

Colorado  was  honored  by  our  Department  President 
being  nominated  for  second  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  elected  by  acclamation.  Commander 
Downen     and    Adjutant    Brown    of     Colorado     were   an- 
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nounced  by  the  guard.  They  were  escorted  to  th<>  plat 
form  and  introduced  by  Past  National  President  Mrs. 
Mary  L.  Carr.  General  J Jownen  said,  as  Commander  of 
the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  hu  had  eome 
to  extend  a  hearty  invitation  to  the  Woman 's  Relief  Corps 
to  meet  with  the  Grand  Army  in  J)enver  in   1905; 

"Mrs;  Carr,  on  behalf  of  tlie  (Colorado  delegation 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  extended  a  most  cordial  invitation 
to  hold  the  next  National  convention  in  the  eity  where 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps- was  organized.  As  Commander 
Downen  was  escorted  from  the  hall,  the  convention  stood 
and  sang,  "Marching  through  Georgia." 

The  chairman  of  the  entertainment  committee  an- 
nounced that  a  shore-dinner  hud  been  planned  for  the 
delegates  for  Friday,  and  at  the  close  <»f  the  convention 
tickets  would  be  given  each  One.  Much  credit  is  due  the 
entertainment  committee  for  the  royal  manner  in  which 
they  entertained  the  visitors.  There  were  receptions. 
visits  to  places  of  historical  renown,  a  vi>it  to  the  Navy 
Yard  to  witness  the  launching  of  a  battleship,  a  sail  down 
Boston  harbor,  shore-dinner  at  Crescent  Reach,  and  a  visit 
to  Hunker  Hill  Monument.  All  corps  of  the  department 
contributed  to  this  entertainment  fund,  and  General 
Lander  Corps,  of  my  old  home  city,  was  credited  with 
paying  the  largest  amount  into  t li i s  fund. 

I  regret  1  was  unable  to  attend  the  eamn-iire  given 
by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  as  it  was  said  to  U 
one  of  the  best  entertainments  given.  (>u  behalf  of  the 
Department  of  Ohio,  Mrs.  Sena  R.  Goodwin  presented 
Mrs.  Winans  with  a  solid  silver  tea-service,  for  which  the 
President  expressed  her  thanks.  Reports  being  finished, 
the  remainder  of  the  time  was  spent  in  acting  on  resolu- 
tions and  recommendations,  all  of  which  have  appeared  in 
General  Orders.  The  National  Rresident-elect  made  her 
appointments.  The  officers  were  installed,  Mrs.  lfaupton 
being  the  installing-oflicer,  and  the  work  was  done  in  a  very 
creditable  maimer.  The  Twenty-Second  National  Conven- 
tion was  then  closed,  it  being  the  largest  convention  ever 
held  by  tlie  Woman's  Relief  Corps.

to  the  bereaved  ones  consolation. 

N.  J,  O'Lirien  said:  Mis.  ('resilient  and  ladies,  1 
was  cautioned  by  Comrade  Ourfman  to  make  my  talk 
short,  and  1  will,  as  I  am  anxious  to  return  to  the  Encamp- 
ment and  take  part  in  his  election  a^  Department  Com- 
mander. When  your  committee  of  ladies  came  to  our 
meeting  and  stated  that  they  had  tirought  the  heart.-  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  ladies.  1  felt  that  I  was  entitled  ro 
the  biggest  portion  for  the  largest  man.  1  assure  you, 
ladies  of  the  Relief  Corps,  you  have  my  hearty  eb-opera 
tion  in  your  noble  work.  I  was  here  when  your  orgahiza- 
tion  was  first  established,  and  1  have  taken  a  great  interest 
in  its  relief  work.  As  Department  Commander  1  had  a 
chance  to  see  what  these  women  did  and  learn  of  what 
thev  intended  to  do,  and  your  work  is  not  yet  finished.

It  was  my 
pleasure  to  be  present  when  some  of  your  members  pre- 
sented the  two  hundred  boys  of  Judge  Lindsey's  court 
with  a  beautiful  iiag.

These  boys  .will  soon  become  a  factor  in  the  world,  and 
your  whole  object  there  was  to  teach  them  the  love  of  the 
flag.  We  were  brought  into  this  hall  under  the  flag,  and 
all  your  services  require  the  presence  of  the  tlag  on  all 
occasions.  The  loyal  women  of  our  counrty  did  much 
-during  the  Rebellion  to  uphold  that 'flag. 

J.  R.  Ilurd  said:  Mrs.  President  and  ladies,  time 
Absolutely  forbids  me  making  an  address.  I  know  the 
Pueblo  ladies  present  smile  when  I  say  that.  If  1  have 
any  pleasure  more  than  any  other  it  is  to  see  them  here 
in  their  places  in  this  grand  convention.  A  short  time 
ago  I  heard  a  delegate  make  a  statement  to  the  effect  that

II.  C.  Watson  said  :  Mrs.  President  and  ladies,  my 
time  is  short.  I  could  talk  quite  a  little  about  what  has 
been  done  by  the  Woman's    Relief    Corps    for  the  Grand 
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Army  of  the  Republic.  You  are  more  than  citizens.  You 
-could  not  he  anything  else  but  loyal  citizens  in  the  work 
you  are  engaged.  1  wish  to  say  a  very  few  words  in  con 
nection  with  my  position  as  one  of  the  commissioners  of 
the  Colorado  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home.  You  (,an  devote 
a  great  deal  of  relief  work  to  the  comrades  in  the  Home. 
They  look  a  little  better  than  I  expected  to  find  them,  yet 
our  hospital  accommodations  are  poor.  There  was  a  com- 
rade who  came  there  practically  ready  to  die.  who  had  no 
relatives;  and  "had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  we  had  a 
.  Home,  and  a  G.  A.  11.  IVjst  there,  he  might  have  died 
and  been  buried  in  the  potter's- held.  >\ 'hen  he  died,  he 
had  a  chaplain,  choir  and  music,  and  a  martial  funeral 
worthy  an  old  soldier.  The  hospital  requires  much  atten- 
tion. There  are  a  dozen  crowded  into  one  small  room, 
and  when  one  of  them  dies  it  has  a  depressing  effect  v\\ 
the  other  comrades.  There  are  a  good  many  in  the  hos- 
pital, and  your  relief  work  is  appreciated   by  them. 

The  comrades  were  presented  with  the  c<  invention - 
badges  by  the  President,  and  as  they  marched  from  the 
hall,  the  convention  stood  and  saner  "Marchim*  Throimh 
Georgia.'' 

The  President:  I  think  the  convention  should  he 
clearly  informed  in  regard  to  the  corps  which  took  charge 
of  the  presentation  of  a  flag  to  Judge  Lindsey's  boys  re- 
ferred  to  by  General  Ilollister.  It  was  Veteran  Corps 
iS'o.  14  of  Denver. 

VISIT    OF    COMMAND KK-  IX-CllIKF    o.     A.     R. 

The  Commander-in-Chief,  General  YYilnion  AY.  Black- 
mar,  and  Adjutant-General  John  K.  Gilman,  with  Na- 
tional Aides  11.  M.  Orahood  and  George  AY.  Cook,  were 
escorted  into  the  hall,  the  convention  singing,  "Marching 
Through  Georgia." 

The  President:  Ladies  of  the  convention,  1  have  the 
great    pleasure  of    presenting    to  you    the  Commander-in- 
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Chief,  General  W,  "W.  Blackmar;  Adjutant-General  J.  E. 
Gihnan;  tlie  chairman  of  the  committee  of  arrangements 
for  the  National  Encampment,  General  George  W.  Cook; 
and  one  of  the  good  workers  for  the  Corps,  also  one  of  the 
committee  of  arrangements  for  the  National  Encampment. 
General  II.  M.  Orahood.  The  Commander-in-Chief  will 
now  address  you. 

Gen.  Wilmon  W.  Blackmar  said:  I  have  almost  lost 
my  breath,  for  several  reasons.  I  live  down  by  the  great 
eastern  sea,  and  now  find  myself  over  live  thousand  feet 
above  that  sea.  Again,  it  takes  my  breath  to  see  to  many 
of  my  dear  sisters  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  here  to- 
day. We  are  traveling  around  through  this  country  of 
ours  and  are  brought  in  contact  with  the  women  who  are 
devotedly  and  untiringly  giving  their  time  and  means  to 
protect  my  dear  old  comrades.  They  are  everywhere  in 
evidence.  We  have  visited  some  of  the  smaller  and 
'  weaker  Departments  in  the  Southern  States,  the  States  that 
proposed  to  go  out  of  the  Union  at  one  time,  and  whose 
sons  fought  for  their  principles,  but  we  did  not  find  their 
conventions  as  large  or  popular  in  those  States  where  we 
visited  the  Department  Encampments,  in  Georgia,  Ala- 
bama, Mississippi,  Louisiana,  and  Texas. 

We  found  through  your  Western  States  that  the  G.  A. 
H.  and  W.  R.  C.  are  few  in  numbers;  still  they  deserve 
great  credit  for  their  loyalty.  They  are  out  here  on  the 
picket-line.  We  should  give  them  all  honor,  and  not 
forget  to  keep  in  touch  with  them,  for  they  are  deserving 
of  encouragement.  Coming  here  into  this  presence  is  an 
exception.  I  shall  go  hence  and  tell  your  sisters  in  other 
Departments  what  interest  I  find  in  this  great  Department 
in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Itelief  Corp?. 

I  believe  I  am  right,  Mrs.  President,  in  saying  that 
your  official  term  is  about  closed,  and  you  are  soon  to  turn 
over  to  your  successor  in  othce   the  gavel,  the   emblem   of 
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authority.     In  your  election  of  President  you  have  gotten 
ahead  of  the  comrades.     I  have  just  bid  good-bye  to  tlieui 
over  in   Unity  church,  partly  to  give    them   time  to  finish 
up  their  business  and  to  decide  who  should  be  Department 
leader    during    the    next    twelve     months.     They    are    a 
splendid  set  of  fellows.     It  is  a  good  thing  to  have  an  old 
soldier's   voucher   for  the  comrades   of   this  Department. 
They  are  worthy  of  your  conscientious  consideration.     Do 
you  ever  run   across   some   poor  old    broken-down    soldier 
who  has  some  bad   habits? — something   has  gone   wrono" 
with  him?     Do  you  find  him  in  your  community?     Have 
patience   with   him.     Do  not   cast   him    oil'.     Do   not  let 
them   bury  him  until  he  is  dead.      You  do  not  know  him, 
my  sisters,  until  you    probe  deeply  and    learn   whether  he 
is  not  indeed    a  hero,  and  should  have   been  placed  anion** 
the   heroes  who  followed   Phil.  Sheridan,     lie    may    not 
have  been  with    Farragut;  he   mav  not   have   ridden  with 
Custer;  he  may  not  have  charged  with  John  K.  Oilman  at 
Gettysburg;  but  do  not  throw  him  aside   unti

you  know 


who  and  what  he  is.  We  have  traveled  through  the  country 
to  attend  the  great  encampments,  from  Delaware,  Maryland 
and  Georgia  and  across  the  Southern  States  to  the  Pacific, 
up  through  the  great  State  of  California  to  Ogden,  Utah, 
and  here  to  this  magnificent  Department,  and  have  talked 
to  many  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  men,  and 
found  them  everywhere  a  noble  body  of  citizens.  They 
are  worthy  of  your  respect  and  of  the  work  which  the 
Woman's  Pelief  Corps  are  doing  for  them.  Peach  out  to 
them  and  continue  the  good  work.  In  the  name  of  the 
250,000  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Pepublic 
whom  T  have  the  honor  to  command,  to  the  AVoman's 
Pelief  Corps,  I  say  God-speed  and  God   bless  yon. 

These  dear  old  fellows  have  made  a  record  that  the 
country  knows.  Study  your  history  and  pick  out  your 
heroes  of  this  country,  and  you  will  find   them- practically 
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right  in  your  midst.  In  the  little  towns  and  villages  are 
old,  gray-headed  men  who  are  the  heroes  of  two  thousand 
battle-fields  in  the  only  war  that  was  justi.'ied  by  God 
Almighty  within  our  range  of  knowledge.  We  fought 
for  no  man's  land,  except  our  own.  We  fought  for 
liberty  of  man  and  woman,  and  at  the  end  of  the  war  we 
took  nothing  out  of  the  hands  of  our  enemies.  We  said 
to  them,  "We  have  whipped  you  back  into  the  Union; 
now  come  with  us  and  enjoy  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
free  American  citizens.  You  are  auxiliary  to  the  splendid 
men   who   fought   for  such   motives — whose  war-cry  was

"God,  and  Flag,  and  our. Country. *' 

I  thank  you  for  the  splendid  welcome  you  have 
extended  to  'us,  and  your  hearty  greetings.  I  hope,  you 
will  give  me  the  privilege  of  telling  to  those  of  other 
Departments  what  a  splendid  band  of  women  I  find  in 
this  Department. 

The  President:  Ladies,  when  1  sent  the  conductors 
from  the  room,  L  told  them  they  were  going  to  have  the 
greatest  honor  they  have  ever  had  in  escorting  iuto  this 
convention  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Kedublic.  They  now 
have  an  honor  which  I  consider  equally  as  great.  It  has 
been  announced  that  the  wife  of  the  Commander-in-Chief 
and  the  wife  of  the  Adjutant-General  are  waiting  in  the 
ante-room.  The  conductors  will  escort  them  to  the  plat- 
form. Ladies  of  the  convention,  I  have  the  honor  to 
present  to  you  Mrs.  Blaekmar,  wife  of  our  Commander-in- 
Chief,  and  Mrs.  Gilman,  the  National  Chief -of -Staff  of  the 
Woman's  Pelief  Corps.  Convention,  salute!  General 
Gilman  will  now  address  the  convention. 

Gen.  Oilman  said:  Mrs.  President  and  ladies  of  the 
convention,  we  have  come  here  to-day  to  pay  a  most 
respectful  tribute  to  true  and  patriotic  womanhood  and  to 
place   a  leaf  in   the  chaplet   that  adorns   her    brow  —  to 
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announce  here,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  that  among   no  body 
of  men  is  womanhood  more  respected  than  in  the  ranks  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  .Republic.     From  the  earliest  his- 
tory, woman  has  been  noted  for  her  tender  heart  and  help- 
ful hand  in  the  direst  hour  of  man's   need.     She  was  last* 
at  the  foot  of  the  cross  and  first  at  the  mouth  of  the  sepul- 
chre, and   ever  since  then   man  has  been  dependent  upon 
her,  and   his  dependence  has  not  been  in  vain.     In  no  era 
of  the  world   or  of  this  country's  history  was  her  mercy 
more  pronounced    than   during   the  civil  war   from   18^1 
to  18G5,  when  she  left  the  peace  and  comfort  of  her  home 
to  go  down  to  the  Southland  to  bind  up  the  wounds  of  her 
brothers.    Through  all  that  time  she  attended  the  sick  and 
wounded   and  fever-stricken.     She  even  bade  good-bye  to  • 
all  in  this  world  to  go  into  the  pest-house  to  nurse  the 
soldiers  stricken    with  that  dread   di*ease,   smallpox.      I 
often  marvel  at  the  courage  of  what  we  are  accustomed  to 
call  ."weak  women."     I   question    whether   the  man  who 
charged  into  the  canon's  mouth  on  the  greatest  battlefield 
of  the   war  of  the   Rebellion  .would   have  displayed"  more 
courage,     more   faithfulness,     more     tender    devotion    to 
humanity  than  did  the  women  who  said  good-bye  to  her 
family  and  took  upon  herself  the  duty  of  an  army-nurse. 
I  take  off  my  hat  to  the  bravery  and  courage  of  woman- 
kind.    I,  who  have  so  much  reason  to  know  what  woman 
can   do  and  does  do;  I   who,  having    lost  my  right   arm, 
found   another  right   arm  when  I  came   home,  and  such  a 
good  right   arm,   such    a  true  right  arm,  that   I   scarcely 
missed  the  right  arm  I  left  on  the  iield  of  battle.     I  know 
and    reverence    the    women    of    the     Relief    Corps.     As 
Commander  of  the  Department  of  Massachusetts,  I  came 
to  know   the  worth  of  your  organization:  I    traveled  all 
over  that  State,  and  I  know   how    many   little,  struggling 
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posts  have  held  their  charters  by  the  indefatigable  zeal  of 


the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.     My  friends,  if  you  ever  feel 
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discouraged  in  your  work,  just  think  that  if  you  disband, 
it  will  almost  mean  the  disbanding  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic.  This  should  be  an  incentive  to  you  to  keep 
up  your  organization  and  to  keep  on  doing  for  the  men 
who  fought  so  nobly  that  you  might  have  peaceful  homes 
in  a  united  land. 

George  "\V.  Cook:  I  am  sure  the  ladies  would  like  to 
hear  General  Gilman's  own  poem,   "My  Comrade  and  I." 

General  Gilman  recited  his  poem,  which  was  greatly 
enjoyed  by  all  present. 

George  AV.  Cook  then  said:  Mrs.  President  and  ladies, 
I  never  was  a  general  in  my  life.  1  only  came  up  here 
with  the  Commander-in-Chief  as  an  escort.  General 
Blackmar,  I  wish  to  say  to  you  that  we  have  the  earnest 
support  of  the  loyal  women  of  the  Relief  Corps  for  the 
most  successful  National  Encampment  ever  held  in  the 
United  States.  I  wish  to  say  to  the  ladies,  in  behalf  of 
the  Denver  National  Encampment  committees,  that  you 
will  always  be  welcome  at  the  headquarters. 

ll.  M.  Orahood:  Mrs.  President  and  ladies:  I  can 
only  stay  a  minute  Or  two.  I  believe  we  could  not  do 
what  we  have  to  do  in  the  great  work  before  us  of  pre- 
paring for  the  National  Encampment  unless  the  ladies 
and  comrades  put  their  shoulders  to  the  work;  and  we 
cannot  make  a  success  of  the  work  unless  we  have  this 
band  of  noble  women  to  help  us.  I  pledge  for  every 
Grand  Army  man  in  the  States  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming 
that  he  will  do  his  part  of  the  work  for  the  next  Grand 
Army  Encampment. 

The  President:  I  take  pleasure  in  saying  to  General 
Blackmar  that  we  can  pledge  to  him  the  support  of  every 
woman  in  this  audience  and  of  every  woman  whom  they 
represent — the  2,000  loyal  women  belonging  to  the  Relief 
Corps  in  this  Department — to  make  the  next  National 
Encampment  all  that  you  can  expect. 
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General  Blaekmar:  I  cannot  withdraw  without  thank- 
ing you  for  this  pledge  and  the  pledge  made  by'  the 
member  of  my  stall 

The  convention  sann;  "Blest  be  the  Tie  that  Binds,"  as 
the  comrades  retired. 

A  committee  from  the  Sons  of  Veterans  was  received 
and  introduced. 

August  Ivische,  Jr.:  Mrs.  President,  we  are  a  com- 
mittee from  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  come  to  extend  to  you 
the  greetings  of  the  Sons  and  to  thank  yon  for  the  cour- 
tesies shown  ns  in  the  past  year,  and  hope  that  in  the  next 
you  may  do  more,  and  that  we  may  show  a  membership  of 
at  least  1,000.  "We  must  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  for 
the  flag  that  our  fathers  saved.  We  must  keep  up  our 
organized  bodies  in  order  that  we  may  protect  the  stars 
and  stripes  wherever  they  may  float. 

It.  M.  Mellette:     Mrs.  President  and  ladies,   I  wish  to 
thank  you  for  the  encouragement  yon  have  given  us  in  the 
past  year,  and   to   say  that   1  am   glad    that  we  are   in  the 
same- work  of  helping  the  soldiers  who  saved  the  country. 
W.  W.  Swan:      Mrs.  President  and    ladies.  1    have  not 
much  to  add  to  what  the  brothers  have   said.     We  appre- 
ciate the  work  which  your  order  is  doing  to  help  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.     Any  order  which  assists  the  Grand 
Army  is   doing   an   honorable   work.      It  is  the  object   of 
our   order  to   perpetuate  the  deeds  of  the   Grand    Army. 
When  you   go  back  to  your  corps,  use  your   influence  to 
organize  Sons  of  Veterans  camps,  and  your  influences  will 
go  a  great  ways  these  days  with  your  sons  in  showing  them 
that   it   is   not   only  a  great  privilege,  but    their   duty  to 
belong  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans. 

The  President:  We  are  always  pleased  to  receive  a 
committee  from  the  Suns  of  Veterans,  and  wish  you-to 
take  our  greetings  to  the  Suns'  Encampment. 

The  visiting  committee  then  retired  from  the  hall. 
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The  President:  Ladies,  we  are  going  to  have  a  very 
beneficial  talk  from  the  woman  who  has  been  at  the  head 
of  a  committee  doino-  -just  what  we  shall  find  necessarv  to 
do.  Mrs.  Gilman  was  the  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee  of  arrangements  in  Boston  hist  year.  She  is 
going  to  tell  us  some  things  we  shall  be  glad  to  hear.  I 
sincerely  desire  that  you  give  her  your  close  attention  and 
profit  by  her  remarks.  Before  .Mrs.  Gilman  make.-  her 
talk  I  desire  to  present  to  you  another  of  whom  you  have 
heard,  and  some  of  you  have  met,  Mrs.  Blackmar,  wife  of 
the  Commander-in-Chief  and  National  Special  Aide. 

Mrs.  Blackmar:  Ladies,  1  am  suffering  from  a  severe 
cold.  I  simply  bring  greetings  to  you  and  thank  you, 
Mrs.  President,  for  your  words  of  welcome.  'We  are  glad 
to  arrive  in  Colorado.  "We  have  enjoyed  your  great 
mountains,  beautiful  rivers  and  grand  canons.  We  ex- 
pect to  be  here  in  September.     I  thank  you  very  much. 

The  President:  Ladies,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to 
you  Mrs.  Mairy'L.  Gilman,  National  Chief  of  Stall*  of  the 
Woman's  Pelief  Corps. 

Mary  L.  Gilman:  Mrs.  President  and  members  of  the 
Twenty-First  Department  Convention  of  Colorado  and 
"Wyoming:  "We  have  traveled  over  six  thousand  miles  in 
a  zig-zag  course  across  the  country,  from  the  foot  of 
Bunker  Hill  to  the  Pacific  coast  and  back-here  to  Colorado. 
I  am  glad  to  meet  so  many  of  the  liberty- loving  women 
of  this  Department,  in  this  beautiful  city  of  Denver, 
where  was  founded  twenty -two  years  ago  the  National 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  the  greatest  woman's  order  in  the 
nation.  I  am  glad  to  extend  to  you,  in  behalf  of  the 
National  order,  the  greetings  of  the  National  President 
and  of  the  150,000  patriotic  hearts  like  your  own.  I  wish 
you  success.  You  know  in  the  twenty-two  years  past 
what  the  National  organization  has  done.  "We  have  spent 
§22,500,000  in  assisting  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic; 
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and  you,  my  dear  sisters*  have  helped  to  make  that  record. 
You  must  be  justly  proud  of  it.  I  am  proud  of  being  a 
member  of  the  Woman's  Uelief  Corps.  There  are 
thousands  of  loyal  women  in  our  order  who  work  with  us 
to  help  the  veterans.  I  am  sure  there  will  be  as  great 
success  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  and  we  will  find  new 
ways  of  doing  for  those  men  who.  in  'Ol-'Go  —  forty  years 
aero — fought  for  the  tlag.  When  I  look  into  the  faces  of 
so  many  here  who  are  interested  in  this  convention,  1  feel 
proud  that  I  am  in  your  midst  and  that  it  is  a  great 
privilege  to  meet  with  you.  I  hope  I  shall  meet" yon  all 
again  in  September.  I  desire  to  say  in  regard  to  our 
arrangements  for  last  year's  National  convention,  Mrs. 
Evans,  Department  President  of  Massachusetts,  was  living 
in  the  western  part  of  the  State.  She  called  a  meeting  of 
our  Council  as  the  only  way  to  begin  the  arrangements  for 
the  entertainment  of  the  National  Convention*  The 
Council  elected  me  as  chairman  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  arrangements,  to  act  until  the  convention  was 
over.  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  executive  committee, 
and  we  appointed  twenty  sub-committees.  I  cannot 
remember  the  names  of  the  different  committees.  These 
committees  worked  until  the  close  of  the  convention. 
The  responsibility,  of  course,  was  on  my  shoulders, 
although  I  did  not  have  the  laborious  work  to  do.  The 
chairmen  and  the  members  of  the  different  committees 
did  the  work.  We  called  on  the  different  corps  for  con- 
tributions, and  many  of  them  gave  entertainments  to  raise 
money,  and  what  was  left  after  paying  expenses  was  paid 
into  the  general  fund  of  the  Department.  The  menu  for 
the  luncheon  was  submitted  to  and  sanctioned  by  the 
executive  committee.  We  prepared  luncheon  for  1,500 
Grand  Army  men  and  800  of  the  Woman's  Uelief  Corps. 
The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  committee  paid  for  the 
halls  and  all  the  guide-books;  also  for  the  souvenir  badges 
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and  decorations  of  the  halls.  Luncheon  was  served  to 
none  other  than  delegates  and  army  nurses.  The  expenses 
of  the  army  nurses  were  paid  by  the  Grand  Army  com- 
mittee. There  were  7o0  badges  printed  for  the  commit- 
tees. On  working  committees  there  were  none  but  mem- 
bers of  the  Uelief  Corps.  On  the  honorary  committee 
we  put  the  names  of  other  women  who  contributed  to  our 
funds.  The  printing  hill  was  tremendous,  because  we  had 
several  circular-letters  printed  and  tliey  were  paid  for  out 
of  the  executive  committee  funds.  The  invitations  we 
sent  out  were  provided  for  us  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic. 

The -President:  Tarn  very  grateful  to  Mrs.  Oilman 
for  making  it  clear  to  the  members  of  the  convention  that 
each  corps  is  under  obligation  to  assist  in  raising  funds  for 
the  National  convention.  It  has  been  suggested  by  some 
that  the  six  corps  of  Denver'  should  raise  all  the  funds 
and  comprise  all  the  committees.  L  am  deeply  interested 
in  this  work  and  asked  Mrs.  Gilman-to  tell  you  what  she 
could  about  the  work  they  did  last  year.  She  has  com- 
plied fully  and  most  graciously,  and  we  are  very  thankful 
to  her  for  the  instructive  talk.  t    • 

A  committee  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Sons  of  Vet- 
erans, consisting  of  Mrs.  Guilford,  Mrs.  Hurgstrand,  Mrs. 
Pine  and  Mrs.  Abbott,  were  introduced  to  the  convention. 
Mrs.  Guilford :  Ladies  of  the  convention,  we  come 
to  extend  to  yon  the  greetings  from  the  Auxiliary  of  the 
Sons  of  Veterans.  We  wish  you  prosperity.  I  am  glad 
you  are  gettincr  along  so  nicely  and  hope  the  coming  year 
will  be  more  prosperous  for  us  all.  I  extend  to  you  an 
invitation,  should  any  of  you  wish  to  join  our  order, 
which  is  very  weak.  AVe  are  trying  to  build  it  up,  and 
hope  we  willincrease  our  membership  this  year. 

Mrs.  P.urgstrand:      I  am  glad  to  be   here,  and  hope  to 
see  some  of  your  faces  among  us  in  our  aid  society.

If  we  enter  into  the  work  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  for  the  good  we  may  do,  giving  willingly 
and  freely  of  our  time,  laboring  for  the  good  of  others,  remembering 
always  our  motto — Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty— mistakes  may 
occur,  but  success  is  sure  to  follow. 

II.  To  those  who  during  the  past  year  have  labored  so  faith-

Decisions  of  Department  Conventions. 

1.  A  Roll  of  Honor  is  hereby  established  for  all  the  Corps  send- 
ing reports  of  both  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  with  per  capita  tax  en- 
closed, on  or  before  the  fifth  day  after  the  close  of  the  quarter. 

2.  That  rituals  and  badges  (new  ribbons  being  supplied  the  lat- 
ter) belonging  to  disbanded  Corps,  be  sold  at  regular  prices. 

3.  That  the  President-elect  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the 
decisions  of  the  Convention  within  fifteen  days  after  the  adjourn- 
ment.

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be  one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one  additional  dele- 
gate for  the  fraction  of  more  than  one-half  that  number.

PROCEEDINGS, 


Greeley,  Colo.,  June   12,  1906. 

The  Twenty-Second  Annual  Convention  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Colorado  and  "Wyoming,  Woman's  lvelief  Corps, 
met  in  Elks'  Hall,  Greeley,  Colo.,  Tuesday,  dune  12,  1906, 
and  was  called  to  order  at  10:15  o'clock  a.  m.  by  the  De- 
partment President,  Mrs.  Jennie  McGill. 

The  convention  was  led  in  the  Lord's  prayer  by  the 
Department  Chaplain,  Mrs.  Nellie  Weston,  which  was 
followed  by  singing  two  verses  of  "America." 

GKBKTING. 

Ida  Davidson  Sharp  made  the  following  brief  address 
of  greeting:  ''Mrs.  President,  I  have  been  delegated  to 
extend  to  you  the  loyal,  loving  greeting  of  Farragut  Corns 
— your  corps  and  mine — and  to  congratulate  you  on  the 
success  of  the  year's  work,  with  our  wish  that  this  con- 
vention, the  crowning  event  of  the  year,  will  be  a  success- 
ful  one.  I  present  to  you  these  flowers  as  a  token  of  our 
love,  esteem  and  respect." 

The  President  replied:  uMy  friends,  I  will  simply 
say,  I  .thank  you,  and  will  show  to  you  by  the  way  I  use 
them  how  1  value  your  beautiful  gift."'

Mrs.  President  and  21 embers  of  tltc  Twenty -Second 
Annual  Convention  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  Woman'* 
llelief  Corps?  *T  come  before  you  to-day  bearing  the 
greetings  of  U.  S.  Grant  Corps  of  eighty-nine  loyal,  pa- 
triotic women.  "We  welcome  yon,  one  and  all,  members 
and  visitors.  Our  National  President,  Mrs.  Adams,  to- 
gether with  her  Secretary,  Mrs.  Morgan,  have  honored  us 
with  their  presence  here  to-day.  We  wish  also  to  extend 
a  loyal  greeting  to  them. 

Yon  are  here  to-day  because  the  veterans  of  the  civil 
war  are  here.  For  their  sake,  as  well  as  ours,  we  bid  you 
welcome  to  Greeley,  once  the  haunt  of  the  buffalo  and  the 
Indian.  Many  of  our  soldiers,  just  returned  from  that 
terrible  strife,  sought  this  place  to  make  their  homes;  ami 
whatever  of  prosperity  and  beauty  you  see  in  Greeley  has 
been  accomplished  by  them  since  --our  boys  came  march- 
ing home.'1 

You  came  to  us  seventeen  years  ago  in  convention, 
when  our  corps  was  in  its  infancy.  You  brought  us  aid 
and  needed  inspiration  in  caring  for  our  soldier  boys.

The   President's   Address. 


Officers  and  Memhem  of  the  Twenty -Second  Tfepart- 
ment  Convention :     As  I  stand    K-foiv  you    to-day,  beinc* 
greeted  by  a  cheery  smile  and  a  hearty  hand -shake  from  a 
band  of  loyal   patriotic  women,  it  does  not  seem   possible 
that  thirteen  months  have  passed  away  since    you  so  gra- 
ciously elected   me  to  the   highest   oflice   that  was  in  your 
power   to  bestow  on  a  sister  member  of   this  Department. 
It  was  neither  a  feeling  of  egotism  nor  a  sense  of  fear  that 
I  assumed  control  of  your  affairs.     I  felt  that  what  woman 
had  done  woman  could  do  again,  if  she  had  the  interest  of 
her  office  and  the  Department  at  heart,      I>eing  associated 
with   all    the  work   appertaining  to  the  soldiers  who  went 
out  at  their  country's  call  in  the  dark  days  from  'Gl  to  'G5 
up  to  the   present   time,  can  you  wonder  that,  next  to  my 
family   ties,  comes   the   Woman's    Relief   Corps   and    the 
grand  and  noble  work  it  is  engaged  in,  that  of  helping  to 
make  bright  the  few  declining  years  of  the  comrades  and 
their   dependent   ones.     Here   let   we   quote  to  you   these 
beautiful  words  : 

"Let  you  and  I  try  as  we  journey  through  life, 
Which,  e'en  as  its  best,  hae  its  worry  and  strife, 
With  far  more  of  cloud  than  sunshine  bright, 
And  far  more  of  sadness  and  song, 
To  bear  well  in  mind  this  advice,  so  trite, 
To  help  one  another  along! 
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"The  path  may  be  rugged  and  narrow  and  steep, 
While  treacherous  pitfalls  lie  hidden  and  deep, 
And  thorn  briars  tangle  our  feet; 
While  highly  above  us  the  arched  boughs  meet, 
And  the  road  seem  dreary  and  long, 
Till  e'en  our  ears  the  glad  words  greet, 
Help  one  another  along! 

"For  a  hand,  outstretched,  may  help  over  a  stile, 
A  kind  word,  whispered,  enkindle  a  smile, 
E'en  a  sigh  may  an  echo  awake

THE    WOltK    OF    THE    YEAK. 

You  will  soon  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  officers 
who  have  been  associated  with  me  during  my  administra- 
tion. From  them  you  can  determine  what  progress  has 
been  made  along  the  different  lines  of  their  work  for  the 
past  year. 

The  first 'communication  I  received  was  from  two  small 
towns  in  Wyoming  —  one  from  the  commander  of  the 
post  —  asking  me  if  I  would  come  and  organize  a  relief 
corps;  the  other  from  a  lady  who  had  discovered  that 
her  corps  was  not  properly  organized  and  was  not  going 
along  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations.  She, 
as  well  as  the  other  members,  seeing  no  other  way  out  of 
the  difficulty,  decided  to  ask  to  have  the  charter  called  in. 
The  corps  had  been  organized  by  a  past  Department  pres- 
ident of  Nebraska,  who  had  not  got,  and  refused  to  get, 
her  transfer-card,  in  accordance  with  our  rules  and  recti  - 
lations.  Not  being  a  member  of  this  Department,  she 
could  not  legally  be  a  president  of  a  corps  of  this  Depart- 
ment; therefore,  deeming  it  for  the  <*ood  oi  the  order,  I 
called  for  the  charter. 

My  sisters,  you  can  readily  see  that  my  first  official 
duty  was  not  a  pleasant  one. 

Five  general  orders  and  one  memorial  order  and  five 
charters  and  one  roster  have  been  issued  from  these  head- 
quarters. 

The  correspondence  of  a  Department  president  is  great, 
and  mine  has  been  no  exception.  It  has  been  my  one  aim 
to  promptly  answer  all  letters  received,  and  any  delay  that 
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occurred  was  on  account  of  my  absence  from  headquarters 
on  official  duties.  Added  to  rny  large  correspondence, 
there  was  mailed  by  this  office  live  hundred  invitations  to 
the  reception  given  by  this  Department  to  all  delegates 
and  friends  to  the  National  convention. 

I,  have  traveled,  in  the  interest  of  this  Department, 
during  my  term  as  your  president,  six  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  miles. 

:     i,  MEMBERSHIP. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  pleasure  that  we  report  an  in- 
crease in  membership,  four  new  corps  having  been  added, 
and  one  disbanded  and  reorganized.  We  now  have  forty- 
seven  corps,  with  a  membership  of  two  thousand  three 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  a  gain  of  three  hundred  and  iifty- 
four  members  over  the  preceding  year.     I  therefore  make 

Recommendation  Ko.  1:  That  the  representation  to 
the  Department  convention  remain  one  delegate  for  every 
twenty  members  and  one  delegate  for  the  major  fraction 
thereof. 

,      _'  ;  INSTITUTION. 

Receiving  a  call  from  the  commander  of  the  William 
Nelson  Post  of  Douglas,  Wyoming,  for  a  relief  corps,  and 
a  pressing  invitation  to  come  and  organize  an  auxiliary  to 
its  post,  I  left  Denver  July  1G,  1905,  and  arrived  the  next 
day  at  noon.  That  evening  T  organized  a  corps  and  in- 
stalled its  officers,  and  drilled  them  in  the  floor- work. 
This  corps  started  on  its  good  work  with  twenty-one  char- 
ter members. 

On  July  19,  1905,  I  re-organized  the  corps  at  "Wheat- 
land, Wyoming,  auxiliary  to  Henry  Tiseh  Post,  G.  A.  P., 
with  eighteen  charter  members. 

On  the  application  of  several  colored  comrades  and 
their  wives,  I  organized  a  colored  relief  corps  in  Denver, 
Colo.,  with  fourteen  charter  members. 

Next  in  line  came  Palisade,  Colo.,  making  application 
for  a  charter,  and  inviting  me  to  come  and  organize  a 
corps  at  that  place.  I.  arrived  there  August  21,  1905,  and 
after  a  delicious  dinner,  of  which  I  was  much  in  need,  we 
proceeded  to  the  hall  that  had  been  procured  for  our  work, 
where,  with    the   assistance  of  some   of   the   members   of 
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Grand  Junction  Corps,  T  organized   William   Mc  Kin  ley 
Corps,  with  nineteen  charter  members. 

Last,  but  not  least,  Trinidad  Post  woke  up  and  realized 
that  it  would  be  better  for  it  to  have  an  auxiliary.  The 
commander  of  the  post  applied  for  a  charter,  and  at  the 
same  time  asked  me  to  come  and  'organize  a  corps  at  that 
place.  I  availed  myself  of  the  opportunity,  and  on  May 
28,  1006,  I  presented  this  live  post  with  a  line  corps  of 
thirty-three  charter  members. 

DISJJANDED. 

Abe  Lincoln  Corps,  at  Amethyst,  Colo.,  disbanded  by 
surrendering  its  charter  in  February,  1900. 

FIN  AN OKS, 

After  paying  the  liabilities  of  the  preceding  adminis- 
tration and  the  one  hundred  dollars  voted  by  the  Depart- 
ment convention. to  the  National  executive  committee,  we 
found  that  it  amounted  to  §23.00  more  than  had  been 
turned  over  to  this  administration.  Notwithstanding  all 
this,  we  are  able  to  report  a  nice  sum  to  be  turned  over  to 
our  successor,  with  all  bills  paid  with  the  exception  of  the 
printing  of  the  Journals  of  this  convention.  I  therefore 
make 

Recommendation  No.  2:  That,  inasmuch  as  our 
finances  are  in  good  condition,  and  the  corps  of  this 
Department  having  been  heavily  taxed  during  the  past 
year,  the  per  capita  tax  be  reduced  from  fifteen  cents  to 
twelve  cents  a  member  per  quarter. 

REIJKF    WOKK. 

The  great  object  for  which  we  are  banded  together  has 
been  faithfully  performed  by  the  Department  and  corps — 
the  Department  relief  having  been  guided  by  a  veteran 
relief-worker,  Mrs.  Anna  Benton,  who  was  ever  ready  at 
any  and  all  times  to  feed  the  hungry,  administer  to  the 
sick,  and  bury  the  dead.  The  amount  expended  for  relief 
in  cash  by  the  corps  was  the  munificent  sum, of  §1,370.70. 
The  amount  expended  by  the  Department  was  $58.00. 

AIDF.S. 

The  Department  president  requested  each  corps  presi- 
dent-to  send  her  a  name  for  Department  aide.      After   the 
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appointment  was  made  and  acceptance  of  the  same  was 
received,  a  commission  was  sent  to  each  one.  Aides  are 
expected  to  be  of  valuable  assistance  to  corps  and  the  De- 
partment. How  well  they  have  performed  their  duties 
you  can  best  judge  after  you  hear  the  report  of  Lucy  M. 
Capron,  Senior  Aide  and  Chief  of  Stall'. 

ixsi'icriHLN. 

.:  Every  corps  in  the  Department,  with  the  exception  of 
five,  was  inspected  by  the  Department  inspector,  with  little. 
if  any,  expense  to  this  Department.  The  Department 
president  inspected  three  corps  at  the  time  of  making 
her  official  visitations. 

OFFICIAL    VISITATIONS. 

.Having  been  unfortunate  in  not  being  able  to  secure 
transportation,  and  not  wishing  to  deplete  the  treasury,  I 
was  not  permitted  to  visit  as  tnanv  corps  as  I  so  much 
wished,  twenty-nine  being  the  number  visited.  Those  1 
was  not  permitted  to  visit  will  ever  have  my  best  wishes 
for- success. 

It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  perform  the  duty  of 
installing  the  officers  of  six  corps,  but  regretted  that  I 
was  compelled  to  decline  the  kind  invitation  of  seven 
other  corps,  on  account  of  their  installation  falling  on  the 
same  date.  I  installed  the  officer.-  of  Farragut  No.  t, 
Colorado  Springs  No.  4.  T.  II.  Dodil  No.  5,  George  (.-». 
Meade  No.  0,  McPherson  No.  32,  and  Major  Anderson 
No.  35. 

SOLDIERS    AND    SAILORS    HOME. 

On  May  23,  190G,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  Home  at  Monte  Vista.  On  arriving 
at  Monte  Yista  I  was  met  by  Commandant  Aldricli  and 
his  wife,  who  escorted  me  to  their  cottage  at  the  Home. 
I  was  unfortunate  in  having  to  make  the  trip  alone;  but 
I  was  more  than  repaid  for  my  loneliness  by  the  cordial 
reception  I  received  from  the  commandant's  family.  Adjt. 
AVest  and  wife,  and  all  the  inmates  of  the  Home.  Alter 
a  few  minutes'  rest  I  began  visiting  the  different  quarters 
of  the  Home.  1  found  every  place  scrupulously  clean  and 
homelike    in  appearance.     While  there,  I    witnessed    the 
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comrades  being  served  with  dinner  and  supper,  arid  could 
not  help  but  think  what  a  Godsend  these  homes  are  tq  men 
who  are  not  able  to  care  for  self — where  they  can  find  a 
home  and  are  supplied  with  as  good,  substantial  food  as  I 
found  served  there  and  clean  beds  to  rest  in.  Of  all  the 
inmates  I  talked  with,  none  had  a  word  of  complaint  to 
offer.  Since  the  new  addition  to  the  hospital  has  been 
completed,  they  could  use  four  more  rocking-chairs,  which 
I  hope  some  of  the  corps  will  furnish.  Xo  more  cushions 
are  needed,  as  there  is  a  supply  stored  in  the  store-house. 

On  Thursday  of  each  week  there  is  a  roll-call  and  in- 
spection in  the  Assembly  Hall.  Wednesday  having  been 
the  day  I  visited  the  Home,  the  commandant  advanced 
the  same  one  day,  that  I  miuht  be  permitted  to  meet  with 
them.  A  number  of  ladies  from  Joe  Hooker  Corps  came 
out,  and  we  were  highly  entertained  by  Miss  Elbe,  the 
beautiful  daughter  of  Commandant  A  Id  rich,  who,  every 
week,  exerts  every  effort  to  make  it  pleasant  for  the  com- 
rades by  having  a  fine  program  of  instrumental  and  vocal 
music,  as  well  as  readings.  It  was  a  pleasant  sight  to  me 
to  witness  the  way  the  comrades  enjoyed  the  afternoon. 

The  cemetery  is  planted  with  grass  and  shrubs,  a  space 
bein£  left  in  the  center  for  a  monument.  The  grounds 
around  the  Home  are  being  beautified  with  lawns  and 
flower-beds.  Each  comrade  who  desires  it  is  given  a  eer- 
tain  plot  of  ground,  and  it  is  amazing  to  see  the  rivalry 
that  exists  between  them. 

There  is  at  present  in  the  Home  218 ;  absent  on  fur- 
lough 85;  number  of  vacant  beds  77.  The  percentage  of 
deaths  at  this  Home  is  less  than  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  or  Minnesota,  which  speaks  well  for  Colorado's 
sunshine.  My  visit  to  this  Home  will  be  one  long  to  be 
remembered. 

I  so  much  desired  to  visit  the  Home  at  Buffalo,  AVyo., 
but  I  had  not  the  opportunity  to  do  so.  My  prayers  and 
best  wishes  are  theirs,  and  hope  the  comrades  of  that 
Home  are  as  comfortable  as  those  in  Colorado. 

MEMORIAL    DAY. 

Each  year,  as  I  watch  the  preparations  made  for  this 
hallowed  day,  the  devotion  that  is  displayed  by  the  "Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps  and  all  allied  organizations,  proves  to 
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me  that,  for  all  time,  garlands  of  love  will  be  woven  and 
beautiful  flowers  scattered  over  the  graves  of  oiir  hon- 
ored heroes  who  so  nobly  defended  their  nation's  honor. 
It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  children  were  given  a 
part  in  memorial  day.

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of  the  worst  storms  of  the  winter.  ,  ti\m  and  her  family 
were  very  solicitous  about  my  health,  and  did  all  in  their 
power  to  enable  me  to  continue  on  my  way  home.  I  shall 
always  remember  the  kindness.  To  all  my  associate 
officers  for  the  promptness  and  cheerful  manner  in  which 
they  responded  to  all  requests  made  of  them;  to  the  De- 
partment Commander  and  his  associate  oilicers  for  the 
loyal  support  to  our  order  and  the  counesy  extended  this 
Department;  to  the  many  corps  for  receptions  tendered 
me,  and  for  the  numerous  gifts  and  beautiful  llowers,  and 
for  their  loyalty  to  our  order;  to  the  Colorado  1  tail  way 
Terminal  Association  for  favors  received;  to  Mr.  Robert 
Ilauser  and  to  Mr.  .lames  Cowie  for  their  part  in  securing  ' 
free  transportation  for  me.

In  looking  back  over  this  administration,  now  as  I 
soon  will  turn  the  ail'airs  over  to  my  successor,  J  iind  in 
years  to  come  I  will  have  abundance  of  food  for  thought, 
and  sincerely  wish  that  the  friendship  made  during  my 
administration  will  not  cease  when  I  lay  down  the  gavel.

Department   Secretary : 

Dear  Madam  :  As  delejrate-at-laro-e  to  the  Twenty- 
third  National  Convention,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  I  have 
the  honor'  to  report  a  convention  largely  attended  by  rep- 
resentative women  from  nearly  every  State  in  our, great 
Republic. 

They  came  to  the  principal  city  in  the  Department  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming,  not  only  to  assist  in  the  deliber- 
ations of  our  noble  order,  but  to  honor  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  lend  their  voices  in  hearty  cheer  to 
the  tramp,  tramp  of  the  veterans  of  ?61  to  'b'5,  as  they

Abbie  A.  Adams,  National  President  Woman's  Relief

is,  that  I  wish  to  apologize  for  going  to  sleep  during  your 
session.

other  hands,  who,  in  turn,  will  work  for  the  interest  of  our  be- 
loved order. 

I  bid  you  welcome  to  this  Twenty-Third  Annual  Convention. 
It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  greet  so  many  of  you  who  have 
again  come  to  faithfully  perforin  the  duties  which  shall  be  im- 
posed upon  you,  for  we  must  not  grow  weary  in  well  doing. 

As  our  ranks  are  being  constantly  strengthened  by  earnesr, 
zealous  members,  each   year  brings  new  faces,  and   to   yon  who 
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meet  with  us  lor  the  first  time  let  me  say  a  special  word  of  wel- 
come. May  the  principles  of  our  order  inspire  you  to  unseitish 
devotion  to  the  further  advancement  of  our  noble  cause. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT.     ' 

One  year  ago,  when  you  entrusted  the  welfare  of  this  Depart- 
ment to  my  keeping,  1  felt  many  misgivings  as  to  my  ability  to 
maintain  the  excellent  standard  reached  by  my  able  predecessors, 
and  although,  perhaps,  1  have  not  accomplished  all  that  I  wished 
to,  I  bring  you  back  the  forty-seven  Corps  you  gave  me.  While 
we  have  not  always  worked  upon  the  principle  that  the  cheapest 
was  the  best,  we  have  tried  to  guard  the  treasury  as  well,  in  our 
judgment,  as  the  dignity  and  the  best  interest  of  the  Department 
would  allow. 

Among  the  important  matters  which  have  engrossed  our  at- 
tention during  the  year  just  closing  I  would  respectfully  submit 
for  your  consideration  the 

WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

You  will  soon  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  officers  who 
have  been  associated  with  me  during  my  administration. 

My  official  correspondence  has  been  great.  1  have  written 
many,  many  letters  and  have  answered  all  questions  submitted  to 
me  in  accordance  with  my  best  judgment  and  ability.  I  endeav- 
ored to  reply  to  all  letters  as  promptly  as  possible. 

Six  General  Orders,  one  Memorial  Order,  one  Duplicate  Char- 
ter, one  Roster,  One  Pass  Word,  one  Circular  Letter  and  one 
Special  Letter,  and  four  Special  Dispensations  have  been  issued 
from  Department  Headquarters. 


INCREASE  IN  MEMBERSHIP. 

There  has  been  a  gradual  increase  in  membership  during  the 
year,  but  the  number  of  suspensions  at  times  has  been  very  dis- 
couraging. I  have  tried  to  impress  upon  my  aides  the  importance 
of  retaining  the  old  members  as  well  as  adding  new  ones. 

The  record  of  last  convention  shows  a  total  membership  of 
2,281.  We  now  have  2.341  members  in  good  standing,  a  gain  of 
GO.     The  financial  condition  also  shows  a  substantial  increase. 

OFFICIAL  VISITS. 

I  fully  intended  when  I  assumed  the  duties  of  President  to 
visit  every  Corps  in  the  Department,  but  was  prevented  on  ac- 
count of  sickness  in  my  family  during  the  year.  Those  I  was  not 
permitted  to  visit  will  ever  have  my  best  wishes  for  success. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  installing  the  officers  of  Kilpatrick 
Corps  No.  34.  La  Junta,  Colorado.  It  was  with  regret  I  was  unable 
to  accept  other  invitations  tendered  to  install  officers,  also  to 
attend  re-unions  and  camp  fires. 

Cordial  hospitality  and  kindness  was  shown  me  on  every 
hand.  I  was  cordially  received  at  each  and  every  Corps,  and  in 
many  cases  banquets  and  receptions  were  held  in  my  honor.  My 
sisters,  this  was  a  pleasant  feature  of  my  year  s  work  and  the 
acquaintances  thus  formed  are  each  a  jewel  in  Memory's  Casket. 
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RELIEF  WORK. 

The  relief  work  has  heen  rallied  oil  in  i\  systematic  manner, 
both  in  Corps  ami  Department  The  amount  contributed 'by  the 
Corps,  cash  and  oilier  than  money,  amounts  to  the  suuj  o£ 
$3,4SO .91!.  The  amount  given  by  the  Department  10  cases  not 
covered  by  Corps  amounts  to  $25.00. 

INSPECTION. 

A  thorough  inspection  was  given  each  Corps  in  the  Depart- 
ment, during  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November, 
by  the  Department  Inspector. 

The  work  was  systematically  and  economically  planned. 
Without  one  cent  of  expense  to  the  Department. 

MEMORIAL  DAY. 

Memorial  Day  was  well  observed  throughout  the  Department. 
This  day  means  more  and  more  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  as 
the  years  roll  on,  finding  the  ranks  of  the  G.  A>.  R.  growing  thinner 
as  they  leave  us  one  by  one  to  join  the  army  above. 


PATRIOTIC  INSTRUCTION. 

As  the  years  advance,  the  members  of  this  patriotic  body 
realize  the  necessity  of  more  patriotic  teaching.  This  Depart- 
ment has  carried  forward  the  teachings  of  patriotism  with  zeal 
and  energy. 

OFFICIAL  DECISIONS. 

Many  questions  have  been  referred  to  me  for  decision.  Early 
in  my  administration  several  were  submitted  to  my  Counsellor. 
Later  on  1  found  Rules  and  Regulations  covered  all  the  questions 
submitted. 

DEPARTMENT  AIDES. 

The  Department  Aides  have  been  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs. 
Essie  E.  Oaks,  Senior  Aide,  and  have  been  of  strength  and  help  to 
the  Corps  from  which  they  were  appointed. 

NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  by  invitation,  accompanied  the 
Department  Commander  and  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  on  the  official  train,  leaving  Denver  over  the  Burlington, 
railway  to  attend  the  Twenty-Third  National  Convention  in  Min- 
neapolis.    The  trip  was  a  very  pleasant  one. 

Our  Department  was  represented  at  the  Convention  by  nine 
voting  members  and  many  others  who  had  no  voice  in  the  Con- 
vention. 
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Our  reception  in  the  city  was  most  cordial  and  our  entertain- 
ment all  that  could  he  desired.  The  representatives  from  this 
Department  were  faithful  in  their  attendance  at  all  the  sessions 
of  the  Convention. 

Hospitality  was  paramount  on  every  hand,  neither  trouble 
rmr  expense  was  spared  to  make  our  stay  a  pleasant  one,  and 
from  Monday  morning  until  Saturday  night  welcome,  entertain- 
ment and  patriotism  reigned  supreme. 

WHERE  THE  SHADOWS  GATHER. 

Twenty  members  have  passed  beyond  during  the  year,  leav- 
ing broken  ranks  and  sad  hearts:  may  the  memory  of  their  labor 
of  love  remain  with  us. 

SOLDIERS'  AND  SAILORS'  HOME. 

I  have  made  three  visits  to  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home 
at  Monte  Vista.  1  was  graciously  received  and  entertained  on  all 
occasions,  and  express  my  thanks  to  the  genial  Commander  oi 
fibe  Home  and  his  estimable  wife  and  to  General  and  Mrs.  West. 

It  is  a  matter  of  sincere  regret  that  1  was  unable  to  visit  the 
Home  in  Wyoming. 

In  the  interest  of  the  Relief  Corps,  I  have  travele  1,  including 
trip  to  National  Convention,  six  thousand  two  hundred  thirty-two 
(6,232)  miles: 

GRAND  ARMY  OF  THE  REPUBLIC. 

The  work  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  so  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  Grand  Army,  that  to  speak  of  one  almost  of  neces- 
sity includes  the  other.  The  fast  thinning  ranks  of  the  old  vet- 
erans should  constantly  remind  us  of  our  duty.  But  for  them 
and  their  deeds  of  self  sacrifice  we  should  have  no  existence. 
Tlie  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  will  in  a  few  years  have  ceased 
t£t  exist  in  our  land,  but  the  work  of  our  Order  will  go  on  as  long 
ru>  there  is  a  widow  or  an  orphan — as  long  as  there  is  a  Memorial 
Day  to  be  sacredly  observed. 

SONS  OF  VETERANS. 

Our  relations  with  the  Sons  of  Veterans  have  not  been  further 
extended;  but  through  our  mutual  love  for  the  Grand  Army  we 
long  ago  established  a  good  fellowship  which  shall  last  as  long  as 
either  organization  exists.  Let  us  aid  and  encourage  them  ill  the 
Memorial  University,  at  Mason  City,  Iowa.

To  all  kindred  Organizations.  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army,  and 
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Ladies'  Aide,  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  1  wish  to  express  my 
warmest  interest  in  your  work  and  my  1  hanks  vo  you  for  the 
courtesies  you  have  shown  me,  in  sending  me  your  General 
Orders. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

No.  1.  That-  the  per' capita  tax  to  the  Department  remains 
fifteen  ($  .15)  cents. 

No.  2.  That,  representation  to  tiie  Department  Convention 
remain  the  same. 

No.  3.  As  the  badges  of  the  National  Conventions  are  re- 
tained as  souvenirs,  and  as  the  cut  on  the  present  one  has  been 
used  for  many  years,  1  recommend  that  privilege  be  given  to  the 
Department  President  to  change  it  at  her  discretion.

Dear  Madam:  Complying  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
our  order  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

In  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Inspector,  I  have  been  able 
to  personally  visit  thirty-five  of  the  corps,  in  this  department. 
Those  Corps  not  visited  have  been  ably  inspected  by  assistants. 
I  regret  my  inability  to  meet  with  every  one,  and  thus  perform 
my  whole  duty.  In  the  report  of  each  Corps,  which  I  herewith 
hand  you,  I  have  not  spoken  of  the  individual  courtesies  tendered 
me,  iregarding  them  as  courtesies  tendered  to  the  honorable 
office  which  I  was  representing.  1  have  condensed  for  the  in- 
formation of  yourself,  and  this  Convention,  some  of  the  interest- 
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ini;  items  regarding  conditions,  as  I  have  found  them:  Colorado 
Springs  No.  4  leads  the  department  in  number  of  members, 
having  140,  Geo.  G.  Meade  Denver  No.  0,  and  Mel'herson  Long- 
mont  No.  32  being  second  in  numbers,  each  with  121  members. 
Grand  Junction  No.  17,  third,  with  110.  Geo.  G.  Meade  and  Vet- 
eran No.  14  Denver,  have  had  for  the  year  the  best  average  at- 
tendance of  officers,  14,  with  T.  H.  Dodd,  Golden,  and  J.  W.  An- 
derson of  Cripple  Creek,  second,  with  an  average  of  13.  Mc- 
Pherson  Longmont  leads  the  department  in  the  best  attendance 
of  officers  and  members,  having  40  as  their  average.  Geo.  G. 
Meade  of  Denver,  and  Greenwood  No.  22  of  Canon  City,  are 
second,  with  an  average  attendance  of  30.  Itn  the  matter  of 
relief  Geo.  G.  Meade  stands  first,  having  expended  $171).  Gunni- 
son No.  12  second,  having  spent  $113.  J.  \V.  Anderson,  Cripple 
Creek,  third,  $9G.  Reno  of  Denver,  a  corps  of  18  members,  has 
an  excellent  record,  having  expended  $54  for  relief.  Custer,  of 
Laramie,  has  the  largest  relief  fund  on  hand,  $194.  Pfeiffer, 
Alamosa  No.  25  being  second  with  $%.  McPherson  No.  32  has 
the  largest  amount  in  its  general  fund,  $304,  while  U.  S.  Grant, 
Greeley,  stands  second,  with  $154.  North  Fork,  Hotchkiss,  has 
turned  over  to  its  Post  $387.  Farragut  No.  1  standing  next, 
having  turned  over  to  its  Tost  $02.  Colorado  Springs  No.  4  and 
It.  A.  Cameron,  Ft.  Morgan,  being  third  with  $3C. 

In  patriotic  work  Greenwood  No.  22,  Canon  City,  comes 
first,  having  expended  $1G>8.  Pueblo  No.  2  second  with  $125.  In 
comparing  with  members  reported  last  year  I  find  Greenwood, 
Canon  City,  has  made  the  largest  growth,  having  39  more  than 
at  the  last  report,  with  U.  S.  Grant,  Greeley,  reporting  19  more 
than  last  year,  and  Grand  Junction,  an  increase  of  17  members. 
E.  M.  Stanton,  Salida,  had  all  members  except  two  at  inspection. 
The  average  attendance  of  officers  present  throughout  the  De- 
partment, has  been  S.  Of  officers  and  members,  15.  As  my 
year  of  office  has  drawn  to  a  close,  I  want  to  thank  you,  Mrs.

REPORT  OF  FIRST  DELEGATE. 

Denver,  May  14,  19o7. 
Mrs.  Marion  B.  Sutton, 

Department  Secretary  \V.  R.  C, 
Dear  Madam:  Owing  to  the  illness  and  consequent  absence 
of  the  delegate  at  large,  I  have  the  honor  as  first  delegate  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  the  Twenty-Fourth  National  Con- 
vention Woman's  Relief  Corps  held  at  Minneapolis,  Minn., 
August  16,  190C: 

The  official  train  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyom- 
ing, carrying  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  accompanied  by 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  kindred  organizations,  left 
Denver  at  4  p.  m.,  on  Saturday,  August  11,  expecting  to  reach 
Minneapolis  about  5  p.  m.  the  next  day.  All  went  merry  as  the 
proverbial  "marriage  bell"  until  Hearing  Omaha,  when  a  broken 
wheel  caused  a  delay  of  several  hours.  Many  took  advantage  ot 
the  stop  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  beauties  of 
Omaha  as  seen  from  the  trolly  cars. 

As  this  was  a  special  train  possessing  no  rights  that  anyone 
was  bound  to  'respect  this  delay  was  the  cause  of  numerous  side 
trackings  so  that  our  destination  was  not  reached  until  the 
"wee  sma  hours"  and  nearly  all  remained  in  the  cars  until  day- 
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light.  Cook's  Drum  Corps,  now  of  national  tame,  with  the  at- 
tendant drill  team,  was  greeted  with  enthusiastic  cheers  along 
.the  route. 

Owing  to  our  untimely  arrival  we  were  switched  to  a  side 
track  some  distance  from  the  station  and  did  not  come  in  eon- 
tact  with  the  reception  committee,  therefore,  made  the  best  of 
our  way  up  town,  unattended. 

The  arrangements  for  the  encampment  were  conducted 
somewhat  different  from  the  Denver  way,  in  that  the  Commer- 
cial Club,  an  organization  composed  of  the  most  prominent  busi- 
ness men  of  Minneapolis,  took  entire  charge  of  the  matter  and 
most  thoroughly  and  systematically  was  the  work  accomplished; 
nothing  seemed  to  be  lacking  for  the  welfare  and  entertainment 
of  the  guests. 

The  only  thing  asked  of  the  G.  A.  R.  organizations  was  help 
in  finding  accommodations  for  the  thousands  of  expected  guests. 
The  W.  R.  C.  responded  to  their  call,  districting  the  city  to  dif- 
ferent committees  and,  as  the  president  of  the  club  expressed  it, 
"raking  it  with  a  fine  tooth  comb,"  securing  ample  accomoda- 
tions without  expense  to  the  club,  for  which  hearty  thanks  were 
given,  as  this  feature  has  usually  been  attended  with  consider- 
able outlay. 

The  entertainment  was  most  royal  and  nothing  seemed  to 
be  left  undone  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  guests  thai  human 
thought  could  devise;  still  Colorado  and  Wyoming  did  not  feel 
that  the  Denver  encampment  suffered  by  comparison.  Your  del- 
egate, through  the  kind  offices  of  Mrs.  Fannie  D.  Hardin,  was 
the  proud  possessor  of  a  badge  bearing  the  "Colorado"  which 
was  conspicuously  displayed  and  everywhere  elicited  words  of 
enthusiastic  greeting,  and  many  were  the  expressions  of  pleasure 
received  and  the  hopes  that  we  might  ask  them  to  come 
again  soon.  "The  best  time  ever,  *  seemed  to  be  the  phrase  best 
suited  to  their  thoughts,  and  many  regrets  were  spoken  by  those 
not  privileged  to  attend  the  encampment  of  1905. 

The  Department  President,  Mrs.  Martin,  had  appointed  a 
hostess  for  each  visiting  department  who  in  turn,  selected  a 
commute  of  ten  to  attend  upon  department  headquarters  to  any- 
thing necessary  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  their  guests,  it 
was  the  good  fortune  of  our  department  to  fall  into  the  hands  of 
Mrs.  Flora  S.  Wilson,  by  her  own  request.  Mrs.  Wilson  was  a 
former  resident  of  Colorado  and  no  pains  was  spared  to  make  our 
stay  a  pleasant  one.  Committees  were  on  hand  every  morning 
with  fresh  flowers  for  headquarters  and  boutiniers  for  Cook's 
Drum  Corps  and  drill  team,  and  a  souvenir  in  the  form  of  a  dimin- 
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ntive  canteen  made  at  the  pottery  works  of  Mrs.  Wilson's  lining 
city,  Redwing,  was  presented  to  each  delegate  and  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  drill  team. 

Besides  the  orders  connected  with  the  Grand  Army  oi  tin; 
Republic,  the  Daughters  of  ithe  Revolution,  Colonial  names, 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  Eastern  Star,  kept 
open  house  and  an  elegant  reception  was  tendered  to  our  presi- 
dent by  the  D.  A.  R.  at  one  of  the  palatial  homes  of  the  city. 

•  The  most  important  social  function  was  the  reception  to  Mrs. 
Adams,  National  President  W.  R.  C,  by  the  department  of  Minne- 
sota in  the  Armory  of  the  State  University,  Tuesday  afternoon. 
Mrs.  Martin,  department  president  received,  assisted  by  National 
President,  Mrs.  Adams,  and  staff,  the  Governor  of  the  State. 
Mayor  of  Minneapolis,  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commercial 
Club,  National  and  Department  Officers  of  the  0.  A.  it,  Past 
National  Presidents.  Sons  of  Veterans  in  uniform  acted  as 
ushers  and  guards.  A  unique  feature  was  the  presentation  com- 
mittee, dressed  in  white,  with  bow  and  streamers  of  yellow  rib- 
bon f"\  the  shoulder,  who  escorted  each  guest  down  the  line  intro- 
ducing to  the  receiving  line. 

The  grounds  and  buildings  are  very  beautiful  and  the  large 
room  of  the  Armory,  covering,  it  seemed,  a  half  block,  was  elab- 
orately decorated  in  yellow  and  white.  Cooling  drinks  were 
served  at  various  stands  and  the  thousands  passing  in  line  to  pa) 
tribute  of  regard  to  our  president  was  a  scene  not  soon  to  be  for- 
gotten by  those  privileged  to  witness  it.  Tuesday  evening  oc- 
curred the  campfire  of  the  G.  A,  R.  at  the  auditorium.  Words 
of  welcome  were  spoken  by  the  Governor,  the  Mayor,  Department 
Commander  and  by  the  department  Commander  of  the  Sons  of 
Veterans,  who  made  a  very  eloquent  address,  in  which  he  pledged 
the  Sons  of  Veterans  to  prove  worthy  the  example  of  their  patri- 
otic sires.  Many  other  interesting  speeches  were  made  and  a 
musical  program  also  rendered. 

Wednesday  was  the  day  of  all  days  to  tne  Veterans,  who  look 
forward  from  year  to  year  to  the  day  on  which  they  will  once 
more  keep  step  to  the  tunes  which  inspired  them  with  patriotic 
zeal  so  many  years  ago.  The  parade  was  led,  as  usual,  by  the 
department  of  Illinois,  and  guarded  in  the  rear  by  Abe  entertain- 
ing department  Minnesota.  There  were  many  interesting  fea- 
tures: The  stuffed  form  of  Old  A,be,  the  Wisconsin  eagle;  the 
veteran  who  comes  in  his  wheeled  couch,  and  notable  two  living 
flags,  one  of  young  girls,  the  stripes  alternately  of  those  in  red 
and  in  white  dresses  and  caps  of  same  color;  the  field  of  those  in 
blue  dresses  and  caps  with  white  stars,  they  moved  with  exquis- 
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ite  precision,  excuting  various  manouvers  as  one  body.  Another 
flag  was  composed  of  newsboys  of  the  Minneapolis  Courier- 
Journal,  who  carried  red  and  white  umbrellas  for  the  stripes  and 
blue  with  white  stars  for  the  field.  Our  own  drill  team' elicited 
storms  of  applause  all  along  the  route. 

The  work  of  the  local  organization  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans 
on  this,  and  every  other  day  of  the  week,  cannot,  be  too  highly 
commended.  Was  there  anything  needed  anywhere?  a  young 
man  in  uniform  was  smilingly  on  hand  to  supply  the  need.  They 
were  indefatigable  and  omnipresent.  On  this  day  a  detail  of 
them  with  the  red  cross  upon  their  arms,  in  automobiles  accom- 
panied by  physicians  and  nurses,  passed  ceaslessly  up  and  down 
the  streets  bearing  comrads,  women  and  children,  overcome  by 
the  heat  or  the  crowd  and  distributing  oranges  and  lemons;  and 
and  no  one  seemed  to  object  to  being  "handed  a  lemon"  that  day. 
Wednesday  evening  at  the  Auditorium  was  held  a  semi-offi- 
cial meeting  of  the  W.  R.  C.  for  addresses,  presentation  of  the 
inevitable  gifts  and  various  other  interesting  features.  The  in- 
troduction of  the  National  Association  of  War  Musicians,  all 
veterans,  was  a  pleasant  incident.  Among  them  we  noted  Cap- 
tain Wallace  of  Denver  Veteran  Drum  Corps. 

Mrs.  Belle  Harris  gave  "The  Song  of  the  Flags."  unfurling 
the  flags  of  many  nations  leaving  the  Stars  and  Stripes  for  the 
last,  and  as  she  waved  the  banner  of  Freedom,  the  vast  audi- 
ence rose  as  one  man,  amighty  shout  went  up  from  the  thous- 
ands of  throats;  the  scene  was  dramatic  and  impressive  in  the 
extreme. 

Many  excursions  and  other  pleasures  were  planned  for  the 
guests  of  the  city  and  no  one  needed  to  experience  a  dull  hour. 
A  visit  to  the  Soldier's  Home  wras  one  of  both  pleasure  and  profit. 
It  had  had  been  expected  that  an  inside  view  oi'  the  new  woman's 
pavillion  would  be  one  of  the  pleasures,  but  a  misunderstanding 
as  to  time  of  meeting  prevented  this.  Through  the  efforts  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Starkweather,  a  woman  of  most  engaging  presence, 
and  convincing  tongue,  the  Legislature  of  Minnesota  appropriated 
money  to  build  and  maintain  a  woman's  pavillion.  It  is  divided 
>into  apartments  of  two  rooms,  bed  and  sitting  room,  to  be  occu- 
pied by  a  veteran  and  his  wife,  with  meals  at  the  common  table. 
Mrs.  Starkeweather's  work  for  this  makes  an  interesting  story,  as 
she  personally  conducted  ti  half  dozen  of  the  most  bitter  oppon- 
ents of  the  measure  on  a  tour  about  the  city  to  see  some  of  the 
old  soldiers  who  would  rather  live  on  a  pittance  with  the  dear 
old  wife,  than  in  comfort  without  her;  and  by  her  presentation 
of  the  position  won  them  over,  so  that  when  the  measure  came 
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up  for  passing  a  request  was  made  that  she  be  allowed  ton  min- 
utes to  present  the  subject,  which  was  done  in  defiance  of  all 
precedents  and  the  measure  carried  by  a  large  majority.     , 

Thursday  began  the  real  work.  At  9  a.m.  the  President  brought 
down  the  gavel  and  requested  Miss  Hannah  U.  Maxon,  in  the 
regretable  absence  of  the  National  Chaplain,  our  own  Mrs.  Cath- 
erine Kennedy,  to  open  the  convention  with  prayer. 

Although  the  President  had  announced  that  no  presentations 
would  be  allowed  in  convention,  on  request,  exception  was  made 
in  favor  of  Comrade  Adams,  husband  of  our  president,  and  he 
was  admitted  and  presented  to  Mrs.  Adams  and  her  secretary, 
Mrs.  Morgan,  gavels  made  of  wood  from  Andersonville  prison 

A  very  fine  luncheon  was  served  to  delegates  and  a  very 
pretty  favor,  a  perfume  sachet  in  the  form  of  a  tiny  bug  of  Pills- 
bury's  Minnesota  home  grown  flour  was  given  to  each  delegate. 
Again  the  Sons  of  Veterans  did  yeoman  service  as  waiters  an  1 
caTvers. 

On  opening  of  afternoon  session  another  gavel  was  given  io 
the  President,  made  of  wood  from  the  tree  under  which  General 
Grant  stood  to  receive  the  surrender  of  Lee.  Taken  from  the 
tree  by  the  donor  himself.  The  principal  business  of  the  after- 
noon was  the  election  of  President.  Seven  names  were  placed 
in  nomination  but  after  second  ballot  all  were  withdrawn  except 
two,  and  Mrs.  Carrie  R.  Sparklin,  of  St.  Louis,  was  elected  on 
next  ballot. 

Friday  morning  session  was  opened  by  prayer  by  Miss 
Maxon,  acting  Chaplain,  and  singing  of  the  W.  R.  C.  anniversary 
song,  written  by  Mrs.  Kate  E.  Jones,  of  New  York.  Election  and 
reports  of  officers  filled  in  the  morning  session. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  Emma  Stark  Hampton,  delegate  to  Na- 
tional Convention  of  Women,  was  a  most  interesting  one.  And 
she  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  W.  R.  C.  One  item 
of  especial  significance  was  a  letter  from  the  Consul  General  of 
Japan,  asking,  under  instructions  from  his  home  government,  for 
reports  of  our  methods  or  'relieving  distress  among  families  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  killed  in  war.  She  also  recommended  that 
we  join  with  other  affiliated  bodies  in  a  fund  for  a  monument 
for  the  late  Susan  B.  Anthony,  who  was  a  member  of  our  order. 

An  incident  of  great  interest  to  Colorado  and  WTyoming  was 
the  action  taken  in  regard  to  one  of  our  own  honored  past  pres- 
ident. Miss  Hannah  U.  Maxon,  acting  Chaplain,  announced  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Mary  Jewett  Telford  and  spoke  in  beautiful  and 
touching  terms  of  her  life,  also  alluding  to  the  wonderful  speech 
she  made  in  nominating  Mrs.  Can*.     She  was  followed  by  Mrs. 
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Hampton,  Mrs.  Carr  and  many  others  who  spoke  appreciative 
words  of  her  high  ideals  of  life,  her  intellectual  attainments  and 
many  years  of  devotion  to  the  cause  to  which  she  had  consecra- 
ted herself.  Mrs.  Hampton  moved  that  a  page  in  the  National 
Journal  be  set  apart  in  memory  of  her  model  life,  and  a  most 
beautiful  tribute  appears  in  the  Journal. 

Mrs.  Ida  K.  Martin,  president  of  Minnesota  department,  with 
the  assistance  of  her  committee  of  past  presidents,  distributed 
very  beautiful  souvenir  teaspoons  to  the  delegates,  and  as  we 
were  by  that  time,  readily  disposed  to  be  spooney  over  Minne- 
sota's treatment  of  us,  they  were  voted  decidedly  appropriate  and 
received  with  hearty  applause. 

Friday  afternoon  session  the  election  of  officers  was  resumed 
and  finished.  Colonel  Robert  E.  Beath,  to  whom  our  order  is 
greatly  indebted  especially  during  the  first  years,  was  intro- 
duced and  spoke  briefly  to  convi  ntidn.  Mrs.  Kate  Sherwood,  sur- 
rounded by  all  the  Past  National  Presidents  in  attendance,  then 
presented  to  Colonel  Beath  a  gold  badge  of  our  order,  and  a  tes- 
timonial of  esteem  signed  by  all  the  Past  National  Presidents. 
Before  the  conclusion  of  Mrs.  Sherwooa  s  remarks  Clara  Barton 
had  quietly  entered  the  hall,  and  Mrs.  Sherwood  called  her  to 
the  front,  alluding  to  her  as  the  great  woman  organizer  in  war 
and  in  peace,  whose  name  was  used  as  a  talisman  to  summon  the 
women  of  Denver  to  undertake  the  great  work  of  the  YYj  R.  C. 
After  Colonel  Beath  retired  Miss  Barton  was  introduced  and 
then  was  proved  beyond  a  doubt  that  no  other  woman  has  such 
power  to  stir  the  hearts  of  American  women;  and  one  of  the  most. 
touching  and  impressive  scenes  of  the  convention  was  this  noble 
woman  surrounded  by  the  leaders  of  our  order  who  looked  up  to 
her  with  reverence  due  as  a  leader  of  leaders. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  W.  R.  C.  respect- 
fully ask  that  the  general  Federation  of  Clubs  hold  its  sessions 
some  other  day  than  Memorial  Day,  or  if  absolutely  necessary  to 
meet  on  that  day  that  one  hour  be  set  aside  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  heroes  of  both  North  and  South. 

Mrs.  Torrance,  wife  of  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  L.  Tor- 
rance, was  introduced  and  made  a  plea  for  help  in  the  educa- 
tion and  uplifting  of  poor  white  girls  of  the  South,  whose  condi- 
tion is  even  below  that  of  the  negroes;  and  that  the  better  ele- 
ment of  the  Southern  women  were  ready  to  join  hands  with  the 
North  to  better  their  condition. 

The  beautiful  poem  "The  Flag  that  Makes  Men  Free"1  by 
Kate  B.  Sherwood,  was  adopted  as  part  ot  the  Patriotic  work  of 
the  order. 
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The  last  work  of  the'  condition  was  the  installation  of  of- 
ficers which  was  done  by  Mrs.  Lizbeth  Turner.  Every  one- retired 
from  the  convention  with  renewed  courage  for  the  work  of  the 
W.  It.  C.  and  praise  for  Mrs.  Adams  whose  happy  facility  of  say- 
ing just  the  right  things  in  the  right  place,  "words  fitly  spoken 
like  apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  silver"  made  her  a  most  charm- 
ing officer.

ttiost  of  our  comrades  who  have  answered   the  call  '"Come    up 

higher." 

We  have  made  our  history  and  must  now  give  it  into  younger 
hands.  As  our  president  and  chaplain  gave  the  names  of  our 
Sisters  who  have  gone  on;  many  of  the  names  awaken  memories 
of  those  who  gave  us  a  hand  clasp  in  the  years  agone.  Before 
this  page  is  turned  we  will  review  the  work  now  about  completed. 
Our  work  has  increased  from  year  to  year,  ever  advancing  in 
earnestness  and  strength,  each  administration  doing  its  work  the 
best  possible,  until  we  stand  today  among  the  first  as-  an  organ- 
ized body  of  women.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  VISIT  S.  &  S.  HOME  AT  MONTE 

VISTA,  COLO. 
Irene  B.  Cowie,  Department  President  W.  R.  C: 

We  visited  the  Home  on  Saturday  last  and  made  a  thorough 
investigation,  talking  with  the  comrades  both  in  the  general 
barraclrs  and  in  the  hospital  wards,  and  conclude  that  the  Home 
is  run  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

It  was  pension  day  at  the  Home  and  we  were  pleased  be- 
yond expression  when  we  saw  the  amount  of  money  some  of  the 
comrades  received.  There  were  many  of  theni  preparing  to 
leave  on  furlough  and  we  saw  Adjutant  West  hand  one  comrade 
a  check  for  something  over  $300,  and  anther  one  a  check  lor 
.$108. 

The  enrollment  is  231,  and  number  in  the  Home  at  the 
present  time  1C1,  with  several  preparing  to  leave  for  the  summer 
months.  We  believe  that  their  wants  are  well  supplied.  We  ate 
dinner  and  supper  in  the  general  dining  room  and  found  they  had 
plenty  of  good  food  well  cooked.  We  did  not  announce  our 
coming  so  we  found  them  in  their  every  day  clothes,  so  to  speak. 
We  were  accorded  the  most  courteous  treatment  from  all, 
■especially  Commander  Aldrich  and  wife  and  Adjutant  West  and 
wife. 

We  found  they  had  all  the  rocking  chairs  and  cushions  they 
need.  The  only  thing  they  said  they  were  in  need  of  was  that 
they  could  use  a  few  more  Harper's  Weekly  magazines,  as 
there  were  only  two  copies  received  at  the  Home.  They  have  a 
fund  accruing  from  the  interest  on  the  pension  money  deposited 
in  the  bank  which  is  used  to  purchase  any  literature  that  may 
be  needed.  The  billiard  table,  given  to  the  Home  by  the  Relief 
Corps  of  this  Department  a  few  years  ago,  needs  a  new  cover. 
Mrs.  Home,  our  Department  Junior  Vice  President,  will  have 
something  about  this. 

Commander  Aldrich  and  the  comrades  are  anxious  to  have  a 
monument  erected  in  the  cemetery  at  the  Home,  and  since  the 
members  of  the  Home  are  so  well  provided  for  by  the  state  and 
a  grateful  government,  we  would  recommend  that  the  Depart- 
ment give  something   toward   building   a  monument   and   would 
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suggest  that  the  incoming  president  make  a  call  on  the  corps  in 
the  department  for  donations  for  this  purpose. 

We  cannot,  however,  close  this  report  without  making  one 
adverse  criticism  in  reference  to  the  slough  back  of  the  Home. 
The  water  in  this  slough  is  stagnant  and  breeds  mosquitoes  and, 
in  our  opinion,  will  engender  disease  among  the  members  of  the 
Home  if  allowed  to  remain  in  its  present  state.  Commander 
Aldrich  has  formulated  a  plan,  which  if  carried  out,  he  thinks 
will  remedy  this  evil.  We  hope  the  board  and  the  state  can  see 
their  way  clear  to  adopt  the  plan  Captain  Aldrich  has  to  propose.

THE  PRESIDENT:  The  business  of  the  convention  will  be 
suspended  and  we  will  receive  the  committee.  Conductors  and 
Color  Bearers  you  will  escort  the  committee  in.  Mrs.  Burroughs 
and  Mrs.  Head  were  introduced  to  the  convention. 

Mrs.  Burroughs:  Ladies,  we  come  bearing  the  greetings  of 
the  Ladies  Auxiliary  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans.     We  do  not  want 
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your  money,  all  we  want  is  your  kind  words.     We  wish  you  suc- 
cess in  your  work  lor  the  next  year. 

MRS.  HEAD:  I  am  pleased  to  he  with  you  and  glad  to  see 
such  a  large  gathering  at  this  convention. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  are  pleased  to  greet  you  and  will 
you  accept  one  of  our  badges?  (Badges  were  pinned  on  and  the 
committee  retired.)

GEORGE  W.  UbHFMAN:  National  President,  Mrs.  Sparklin, 
Madam  President  and  Ladies  of  the  W.  R.  C:  It  affords  me 
great  pleasure  as  one  of  the  committee  from  the  Department 
Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  bring  to  you 
their  fraternal  and  heartfelt  greetings.  I  am  proud  of  this  privi- 
lege, yet  I  am  also  aware  of  the  fact  that  I  am  not  able  to  bring 
to  you  these  greetings  as  they  should  be  brought.  It  is  all  right 
occasionally  to  indulge  in  that  which  is  light  and  r'rivilous  and 
say  things  that  will  cause  laughter,  hut  something  else  appeals 
to  me  this  afternoon.  1  wish  to  speak  to  you  briefly  about  the 
relation  you  bear  to  us. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  an  auxiliary  of  the  Grand  Army 
-of  the  Republic  in  the  highest  sense,  in  the  work  they  do  re- 
lieving those  who  are  sick  and  in  distress  and  in  need  of 
sympathy.  In  this  you  are  doing  more  than  mere  charitable 
.  work.  We  have  use  for  the  Marys,  we  have  more  use  for  the 
Marthas;  we  have  use  for  Heartfelt  sympathy;  we  have  use  for 
that  patriotic  teaching  which  upholds  the  integrity  of  the  Na- 
tional government  and  preserves  our  grand  old  flag. 

The  principles  for  which  we  fought  and  tor  which  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  stands  today  are  still  worthy  of  our  courage 
and  if  need  be  fighting  for  and  taking  chances  of  our  lives  to 
preserve  them,  and  advance  the  principles  of  this  grand  Re- 
public. 

I  do  not  wish  to  say  anything  that  will  reflect  upon  any 
other  organization,  for  each  has  its  place;   but  looking  into  the 
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future  I  think  the  grandest  of  these  organizations  will  be  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  1  see  no  reason  why  you  should  not 
continue  to  grow  in  numbers  and  influence.  13  remember  when 
starting  for  the  war  leaving  my  father  and  mother  on  the  old 
farm,  they  loved  that  old  farm  home,  they  came  down  the  lane 
through  the  timber  waving  farewells  to  me.  The  neighbors 
who  came  to  sympathize  with  them  went  about  their  work.  It 
required  as  much  patriotism  on  the  part  of  our  parents  to  give 
up  their  boys  as  it  did  on  the  part  of  those  who  went  to  the 
front. 

We  have  many  citizens  in  the  United  States  that  need 
patriotic  teaching  and  this  can  best  be  done  by  reaching  out 
broadly  as  does  the  W.  R.  C,  and  interesting  them  in  patriotic 
work.     So  I  say  in  the  future  after  this  is  done  I  expect  to  see 

the  women's  organizations  come  together  and  merged  into  one  ?. 

great  patriotic  order  and  that  will  be  auxiliary  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

I  think  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  when  I  say  they  long  for  the  time  when 
all  the  associate  organizations  shall  be  one,  working  umler  one 
name.  We  all  have  a  part  in  this  work  of  perpetuating  the  prin- 
ciples for  w.hich  we  stand  by  teaching  the  young  of  the  present 
day  a  true  conception  of  the  sacrifices  that  were  made  for  our 
country  and  teaching  every  school  child  to  love  the  flag  of  this 
grand  country  of  ours.  My  friends,  I  think  you  have  a  great 
work  for  generations  to  come  and  your  duty  as  well  as  privilege  is 
to  make  your  teachings  and  work  felt  on  the  young  of  today, 
for  they  will  soon  be  in  the  exercise  of  power  as  the  citizens  of 
the  future;  everywhere  you  go  work  for  the  highest  ideals  in 
life,  true  American  citizenship. 

As  we  cross  the  Great  Divide  we  can  look  back  with  satis- 
faction and  know  that  the  principles  for  which  we  fought  and 
for  which  we  have  lived  since  the  days  of  the  war,  will  be  well 
taken  caTe  of. 

IRA  D.  HALL:  Mrs.  President  and  Women  of  the  Relief 
Corps:  We  sometime  build  greater  than  we  anticipate;  I  little 
thought  when  I  was  going  home  as  a  soldier  boy,  that  I  would 
ever  be  where  I  am  today.  I  remember  when  climbing  up  from 
the  Union  Depot  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  my  crutches,  I  came  to 
the  top  of  the  hill  and  sat  down  to  rest.  A  woman  came  along 
and  putting  her  motherly  hand  upon  my  head  she  said,  I  have 
lost  a  boy  in  this  war;  she  then  spoke  of  the  honor  that  would 
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some  day  be  conferred  upon  us,  but  I  passed  it  by  as  an  idle  tale 
that  I  could  hardly  believe  and  do  not  now  really  sense  it.  It 
seems  a  dream,  as  I  look  back  over  almost  a  life  time.  I  well 
remember  when  a  boy  of  thinking  that  when  one  would  attain 
the  age  of  50  years  he  would  be  old,  it  has  been  almost  50  years 
since  that  woman  put  her  hand  on  my  head.  We  can  scarcely 
realize  how  the  time  has  gone.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  average 
soldier  boy  of  '61  realized  the  greatness  of  the  work  in  which 
he  was  engaged,  when  he  took  up  arms  in  defense  of  his  country. 
I  think  as  the  years  go  by  and  we  look  back  through  the  inter- 
vening years  we  can  see  that  we  builded  greater  than  we  knew. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  today  to  be  with  you;  I  have  two 
daughters  who  think  a  great  deal  of  their  father  and  their 
father's  record,  and  I  have  a  wife  who  thinks  a  great  deal  of 
the  cause  for  which  her  husband  bared  his  breast,  saying  I  am 
willing  to  lay  down  my  life  for  my  country.  Miy  wife  was  for  a 
time  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  but  her  duties  to 
the  church,  as  the,  pastor's  wife,  compelled  her  to  give  up  this 
work.' 


Your  National  President  has  said  she  had  the  honor  of  being 
the  head  of  the  greatest  patriotic  organization  in  the  world,  and 
it  is  a  great  honor  to  have  the  privilege  of  corning  up  here  this 
afternoon.  I  look  upon  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  with  a  great 
deal  of  favor,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  as  it  stands  today 
has  a  great  deal  to  thank  you  women  for.  You  took  hold  of 
the  great  work  of  upholding  the  principles  of  the  Grand  Army 
and  you  are  upholding  them  today.  God  bless  you  in  your  great 
and  noble  work;  may  this  order  increase  in  numbers  and  power. 
I  thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  addressing  you  and  may  God 
bless  you. 

M.  J.  HOGARTY:  Mrs.  Presideut  and  members  of  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps:  I  consider  myself  very  fortunate  in  being 
chosen  as  a  members  of  this  committee  with  these  two  comrades, 
one  of  them  a  past  Department  Commander  and  one  of  them  a 
preacher  of  the  gospel  who  certainly  can  talk.  I  have  had  some 
honors  come  to  me  in  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  but  uone 
so  great  as  bringing  to  you  the  greetings  of  the  Department  En- 
campment of  the  G.  A.  R.  Ladies,  I  will  uot  take  up  your  time, 
I  thank  you.

We  have 
head  stones  but  they  will  soon  crumble  and  we  would  like  to 
have  a  granite  monument.  It  has  been  a  subject  of  great  con- 
sideration and  I  think  you  could  not  spend  money  better  than  to 
start  this  ball  rolling  for  the  monument  at  the  Soldier's  and 
Sailor's  Home  at  Monte  Vista.  We  have  everything  we  need 
to  make  the  men  comfortable. 

If  you  wish  to  do  something  that  will  be  a  lasting  monument 
to  your  order  I  think  you  can  do  nothing  better  than  to  start 
in  this  work.  This  organization  sent  $27  last  year  tor  this  pur- 
pose and  I  have  heard  indirectly  that  you  have  made  an  ap- 
propriation at  this  convention  tor  the  same  work.  We  have  a 
meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Home  next  week  and  I  shall 
have  them  appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  this  fund.  I 
think  if  we  Taise  $1,000  the  legislature,  at  their  next  session,  will 
appropriate  enough  to  finish  the  amount.     Ladies,  I  thank  you. 

ELLA  L.  C.  DWINNELL:  Mrs.  President,  Colonel  Aldrich  I 
presume  remembers  me.  I  am  very  glad  to  meet  him,  and  to  say 
that  we  have  voted  $50.00  from  our  Department  Fund  for  this 
purpose  and  I  am  sure  that  if  it  is  understood  among  the  corps 
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of  this  department  that   Col.  Aldrich    will  get  the   $1,000.00.     I 
hope  the  legislature  will  double  the  amount.

Our  thanks  are  given  to  the  Corps 
of  Minneapolis. and  St.  Paul  lor  flowers  and  the  many  courtesies 
extended  us  during  convention  week. 

Department  officers  reached  home  safely.     Headquarters  are    . 
again    open    and    the    active    work    of    the    year    is    beginning    in 
earnest.     Let  us  do  effective  work  along  the  different  lines.

Look  for  it,  and  you  will  surely 
find  something  to  do;  and  in  view  of  the  above  facts  we  desire 
to  appeal  to  the  Corps  throughout  the  Department  for  greater 
work  among  the  young  anil  loyal  women.  Let  us  bring  them 
into  our  ranks — that  new  life  and  strength  be  given  our  order — 
that  the  principles  to  which  we  stand  pledged  may  receive  fresh 
inspiration,  and  patriotic  work  among  the  young  be  carried  for- 
ward to  greater  success. 

Another  line  of  work,  that  of  patriotic  teaching,  let  us  take 
up  with  renewed  interest.  Vacation  over — schools  again  in  pro- 
gress— Corps  Patriotic  Instructors,  through  their  visits  to  the 
schools  and  the  distribution  of  literature  provided  for  the  use 
of  teachers,  .may  accomplish  much  in  teaching  lessons  of  pat-

Convention,  will  be  elected  at  the  same  meeting,  which  is  also 
provided  for  in  Chapter  III.,  Article  II.,  Rules  and  Regulations.   • 

As  the  success  of  Corps  wor'.  depends  largely  upon  its  lead- 
ers, great  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  election  of  its  officers, 
selecting  those  best  fitted  for  the  positions  they  are  to  fill,  and 
who  are  willing  to  devote  time  and  energy  to  the  advancement  of 
the  best  interests  of  the  Corps. 

Installation  of  officers  will  take  place  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  in  January,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose during  the  month. 

The  newly  elected  officers  will  select  the  Installing  Officer, 
sending  her  name  immediately  after  acceptance,  to  the  Depart- 
ment Secretary,  and  will  also  make  all  other  arrangements. 

Joint  installation  with  the  Post  is  recommended,  making  it 
public  if  possible,  as  a  means  of  promoting  greater  interest  in 
the  Order. 

Corps  Election  Return  Blanks,  Form  L,  are  to  be  filled  out 
immediately  after  installation,  and  after  being  certified  to  as  cor- 
rect, by  the  President,  one  copy  to  be  forwarded  to  Department 
Secretary,  and  the  other  to  the  Department  Instituting  Officer, 
Lida  C.  Fitch,  Laramie,  Wyoming. 

These  reports  should  be  filled  out  with  the  greatest  possible 
care,  the  full  name  and  address  of  each  one,  with  street  and 
•number  plainly  written,  as  it  is  from  these  reports  that  the  Roll 
Call  of  Convention  and  the  Rosier  for  the  ensuing  year  are 
compiled.

The  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Department 
of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  convened  in 
Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  Fort  Collins,  Colo.,  May  20,  1908,  at  10  a.  m. 
Department  President  Mrs.  Clara  W.  Coulter,  presiding. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Department  Chaplain  the  convention 
repeated  the  Lord's  Prayer,  followed  by  singing  of  the  National 
Hymn,  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner." 

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Cushing,  President  of  George  H.  Thomas   Corps 
No.   26   of   Fort   Collins,   delivered    the    address   of    welcome   as 
follows:

Correspondence  is  now  being  carried  on  with  the  Post 
at  Ordway,  and  a  Corps  will  soon  be  instituted  there.  Arrange- 
ments could  not  be  completed  before  the  convention.  : 

RELIEF  WORK.  j      . 

The    Chairman   of  the   Relief   Co.   mittee   has   been   faithful  :'.• 

in  the  discharge  of  her  duties.     She  was  told  that  the  money  in  » 

the  Department  Relief  Fund  was  for  the  purpose  of  relief  when- 
ever a  destitute  case,  or  one  reported  by  any  Corps  in  the  De-  :" 
partment  which  they  could  not  handle  alone,  when  endorsed  by 
the  Department  President,  was  reported  to  her.  Her  disburse- 
ment of  the  Department  funds  meets  with  my  hearty  approval. 
The  amount  expended  by  her  has  been  eighty-five  dollars.  The 
amcunt  expended  by  the  Corps  has  been  eleven  hundred  twnty- 
two  and  38-100  dollars. 

INSPECTION. 

The  inspection  of  the  Corps  of  this  Department  has  been 
faithfully  and  intelligently  done  by  the  Department  Inspector. 
Nearly  every  Corps  received  a  personal  visit,  without  any  ex- 
pense to  the  Department.  Her  thoroughness  and  painstaking 
care    are    gratefully    acknowledged. 

FINANCES. 

This  administration  received  from  the  preceding  one  a  total 
of  seven  hundred  forty-four  and  G5-100  dollars.  We  now  turn 
over  to  our  successors  a  total  of  $790.51, 

A  reasonable  amount  of  money  on  hand  that  can  be  used 
for  the  good  of  the  Order,  or  for  the  increasing  demands  of  the 
Order   we  serve,   gives  our  Department  strength   and  a  positon 
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of  usefulness.     I  therefore  make  Recommendation  Number   1 
That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same.' 
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DISBANDED  CORPS. 

While  the  Corps  at  Wheatland,  Henry  Tisch  No.  33,  had 
disbanded  during  the  last  administration  (according  to  a  letter 
received  by  the  former  President  dated  February  1st,  1907),  their 
charter  had  not  been  sent  in,  and  so  it  was  not  reported  as  dis- 
banded. Many  letters  of  inquiry,  whh  an  earnest  desire  to  in- 
terest them  again,  were  sent  to  'the  Corps  President,  besides 
General  Orders,  from  which  we  received  no  reply.  The  charter 
and  supplies  were,  at  last,  formally  demanded  and  were  re- 
ceived. 

I  regret  that  we  have  lost  one  Corps  during  our  adminis- 
tration. Ellsworth  No.  28  of  Central  City  having  disbanded  in 
September  and  sent  in  its  supplies  and  charter. 

A   LOST    vJORPS   FOUND. 

The  Corps  at  Rock  Springs,  Wyoming,  last  year  could  not 
be  heard  from,  and  was  reported  in.  that  way  at  the  last  con- 
vention. The  Department  Ros'ter  Ll  last  year  has  only  the 
number — 7.  After  a  long  delinquency  and  many  letters  un- 
answered, we  were  enabled  to  get  in  touch  with  them.  They 
were  told  to  go  to  work  as  though  they  had  been  meeting  regu- 
larly. Officers  were  elected  and  we  have  there  an  earnest.  Corps 
of  sixteen  members. 

FLAG  FUND  AND  COMMITTEE. 

The  sum  of  sixteen  dollars  and  eighty  cents  has  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Corps  of  the  Department  for  the  Flag  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  High  School  of  Fort  Collins.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee was  asked  by  'the  President  to  purchase  the  Flag,  and  the 
Department  Patriotic  Instructor  was  requested  to  make  the 
presentation. 

OFFICIAL  VISIT. 

I  have  been  able  to  make  only  twenty-two  official  visits.  I 
greatly  regret  that  I  could  not  visit  every  Corps  in  the  Depart- 
ment. My  heart  has  been  full  of  interest  in  my  work,  and  my 
seeming  neglect  must  be  pardoned.  An  invitation  to  inspect 
George  G.  Meade  Corps  of  Denver  was  received,  accepted  and  the 
meeting  was  an  enjoyable  one. 

The  officers  of  Greenwood  Corps  No.  22,  of  Canon  City  were 

installed  by  the  Department  President  at  a  joint  installation  of 

•  the  Grand  Army  of  ithe  Republic,  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  Sons 
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of  Veterans  and  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  It  has  been  my  pleas- 
ure to  accept  invitations  to  meet  with  the  Department  Com- 
mander and  Staff  at  two  banquets  with  George  G.  Meade  Corps 
at  Denver  and  with  Pueblo  No.  2  at  Pueblo.  A  most  enjoyable 
evening  was  spent  with  them  at  Canon  City  at  a  meeting  of 
the  four  allied  patriotic  organizations  of  the  city.  Numerous 
banquets  and  entertainments  have  been  given  in  my  honor,  and 
show  the  feeling  of  (the  Corps  to  the  one  who  has  been  chosen  as 
President.  A  very  beautiful  and  enthusiastic  reception  was 
given  me  by  my  own  Corps  after  my  election.  For  all  these 
proofs  of  loyalty,  I  thank  you.

The  passage  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Widow's  Pension 
Bill,  increasing  the  pension  of  widows  married  previous  to  1S90 
to  twelve  dollars  per  month,  is  gratifying  to  us  all.  This  bill 
became  a  law  April  19th.  This  Department  desires  to  thank 
those  through  whose  influence  this  result  was  obtained.

SOLDIERS'  AND  SAILORS'  HOME,  BUFFALO,  WYOMING. 

That  I  could  not  visit  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at 
Buffalo  was  a  disappointment.  I  wrote  a  letter  to  them,  as  the 
next  best  thing  to  a  visit,  and  have  received  the  following  reply. 
which  with  the  consent  of  the  Commander,  becomes  our  official 
reporr  from  them: 

Mrs.  Clara  W.  Coulter,  Canon  City,  Colo.  Your  very  kind 
and  welcome  letter  of  April  2Sth  is  before  me.  I  have  read  and 
re-read  it,  and  I  should  certainly  feel  that  I  had  been  ungrate- 
ful if  I  did  not  attempt  to  answer.  We  certainly  would  have 
appreciated  and  enjoyed  a  visit  from  you.  and  rest  assured  that 
we  would  have  done  all  in  our  power  to  have  made  your  stay 
among  us  pleasant  We  have  forty-six  members  at  present,  and 
four  applications  for  admittance.  The  health  of  the  members 
is  very  gocd;  not  a  single  call  for  the  doctor  for  the  month  of 
March,  and  only  two  for  April.  I  have  only  been  in  command 
here  since  the  first  day  of  November  last,  and  there  have  been  six 
deaths,  four  in  the  Home  and  two  away  on  leave  of  absence; 
one  at  Sheridan  and  one  at  Gillette.  The  men  are  well  clothed 
here  and  have  good  beds  that  are  kept  clean  and  neat. 

The  State  Board  allows  me  to  furnish  all  kinds  of  canned 
goods;   fish,  beef,  pork,  eggs,  or  anything  the  market  affords.     I 
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am  doing  all  in  my  power  to  make  this  a  Home  in  fact  as  well 
as  name.  Of  course,  our  isolated  condition  here  is  to  be  re- 
gretted and  tends  to  make  the  men  dissatisfied.  The  little  town 
of  Buffalo  affords  no  amusement  and  we  are  thirty-five  miles 
from  the  railroad,  so  that  a  good  many  of  the  men  feel  as  though 
we  were  imprisoned  here.  For  my  part,  1  have  no  time  to  think 
of  such  a  thing,  and  could  spend  the  rest  of  my  days  here. 

It  will  be  impossible  for  any  of  us  to  go  from  here  to  the 
Department  Encampment  at  Fort  Collins,  en  account  of  the 
expense  of  'the  trip.  I  would  like  very  much  to  meet  you  there. 
Hoping  you  may  have  a  very  pleasant  time,  1  am  yours  in  P.,

MONTE  VISTA. 

One  of  the  pleasantest  duties  of  my  office  was  performed  in 
visitng  the  Home  at  Monte  Vista.    1  found  registered  at  the  Home 
April   14th   two  hundred   fifty   one   members;    everything   clean, 
pleasant  (so  far  as  I  could  learn),  orderly,  and  much  improved 
so  tar  as  pertained  to  the  added  comforts  sinee  my  visit  to  ihem 
one   year   ago.     Cement   walks   now    connect    the   buildings.     A 
beautiful  conservatory  furnishes  flowers -'or  Comrades  dead,  and 
pleasure  for  Comrades  living.     The  young  plants  necessary  for 
garden   vegetables   were  in  the  hot-house   waiting  for  the  time 
of   transplanting.     A   fine   laundry   building   and    steam    laundry 
plant  has  been  a  recent  addition.    Added  hospital  room  has  been 
made  necessary  by  the  aging  and  becoming  more  infirm  of  those 
for  whom  this  Home  is  provided.     This  is  a  sad  feature,  as  it 
Is  so  strong  a  reminder  of  the  'passing  over"  of  "our  boys."      A 
matron  of  the  hospital  has  been  secured,  a  nurse  from  Denver, 
whose  husband  has  been  in  the  Home  for  four  years.    This  seems 
to  me  to  be  a  decided  improvement,  as  the  care  and  help  that 
men   can   rarely  give   will    be    given    to    each    sick  and   dying 
soldier. 

In  answer  to  the  question:  "What  can  we  do  for  them?"  the 
reply  was  "Nothing  is  absolutely  needed,  but  we  could  use  a 
few  more  rocking  chairs,  and  40  or  50  pillows  for  chair  cushions 
would  not  come  amiss." 

Jellies  and  jams  sent  for  hospital  use  will  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  Hospital  Matron.  A  recent  letter  from  the  Com- 
mander says:  "Flowers  for  Memorial  Day  would  be  very  accep- 
table. Our  200  graves  will  require  more  flowers  than  we  can 
secure  here.  They  must  be  sent  by  express  to  reach  us  by  May 
29th." 
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The  marsh  just  back  of  the  buildings  has  not  yet  been  prop- 
erly drained,  and  is  a  needed  improvement.  Let  us  work  wi:h 
our  comrades  of  the  G.  A.  11.  for  an  appropriation,  large, enough 
to  give  our  soldiers  the  comforts  due  them  in  their  last  years, 
as  well  as  the  necessities.  They  have  many  comforts.  Heap 
comforts  upon  them.  I  quote  the  words  of  the  Department  .Medi- 
cal  Director  of  last  year  and  heartily   endorse   them,     "it   is  a 

model  institution  of  its  kind  and  our  Comrades   whose  lot  it  is  « 

to  be  placed  there  are  comfortable,  well  cared  for,  and,  for  the 
most  part,  satisfied."  All  transactions -regarding  the  Home  are 
most  accurately  noted.  The  cordial  greeting  of  the  members  of 
the  Home  and  the  hospitality  and  courtesy  of  bcth  the  Com- 
mander and  Mrs.  Aldrich  are  pleasant  remembrances.

I  thank  you  heartily  for  the  willingness  that  you  have  shown 
in  doing  cheerfully  and  well  the  duties  that  have  devolved  upon 
you,  To  you  belongs  your  part  of  whatever  success  we  have 
attained  in  the  year  we  have  been  working  together.

1 
have   the  honor   to  submit   the   following  report   as   Department 
Inspector: 
>i    ,-vIt  has  been  my  great  privilege  and  pleasure  (to  visit  all  but 
six  of  the  Corps  in  the  Department,  and  my  regret  for  the  eece?- 
sity  which  caused  the  omission  of  these  six  from  my  list  is  for 
myself,  alone,  as  the  inspection  was  ably  done  by  others. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Corps  at- large  for  num- 
berless kindnesses  extended  to  me  in  recognition  of  my  office, 
and  the  many  gracious  courtesies  and  tokens  of  good  will  be- 
stowed  upon  me,  and  which  cannot  well  be  individually  men- 
tioned here,  are  all  lovingly  remembered  and  gratefully  ae- 
knowledged. 

The  kindly  spirit  in  which  criticisms  and  suggestions  were 
unfailingly  received  made  the  work  of  inspection  a  delight,  and 
the  year  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  great  pleasure  to 
the  Inspector. 

The  social  hour,  followed  by  refreshments,  was  an  almost 
invariable  feature  of  inspection,  and  always  thoroughly  en- 
joyed, especially  when  accompanied  by  the  privilege  of  meeting 
with  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  Post,  and  in  no  single 
instance  did  the  Inspector  chance  upon  any  but  the  most  cordial 
and  helpful  relations  between  Post  and  Corps. 

In  the  tabula-ted  and  more  extended  report,  an  account  is 
rendered  of  the  conditon  and  prospects  of  each  Corps,  and  a 
few  items  of  general  interest  have  been  gleaned  for  notice  in 
this  shorter  report.

third,  with  123;  Geo.  G.  Meade  No.  6,  Denver,  has  held  51  meet- 
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ings;  Veteran  No.  14,  Denver,  and  J.  W.  Anderson  No.  23,  Cripple 
Creek,  each  50,  and  Grand  Junction  No.  17  has  held  48  meet- 
ings. 

Colorado  Springs  No.  4  and  Veteran  No.  14  have  the  same 
average  attendance  of  15  officers;  Greenwood  No.  22  next,  14; 
Pueblo  No.  2  and  Geo.  G.  Meade  follow  with  13;  Colorado  Springs 
has  largest  average  attendance  of  officers  and  members.  41; 
Geo.  G.  Meade  and  Washington  No.  42  of  Denver  second,  tit  33. 
Wm.  McKinley  No.  47,  Palisade,  shows,  the  greatest  percentage 
in  attendance  of  officers  and  members,  being  an  average  of  more 
than  fifty  per  cent;  U.  S.  Grant  No.  15,  Greeley,  coming  next; 
George  G.  Meade  with  $152.00  stands  first  in  amount  expended 
for  relief;  Farragut  No.  1,  Denver,  second,  with  $140.00;  Veteran 
third,  with  $100.00,  and  Pueblo,  J.  F.  Reynolds  and  J.  W.  Ander- 
son follow  closely. 

Amounts  turned  over  to  Posts:  Pueblo,  $184.00;  Trinidad, 
$102.00;  J.  F.  Reynolds,  $57.00. 

In  amount  expended  for  patriotic  work  McKinley  No.  47. 
Palisade,  the  youngest  Corps  in  the  Department,  easily  leads 
with  $175.00;  McPherson  No.  32,  Longniont,  $124.00;  Pueblo, 
$59.00.  ;      '■>      -  -       " 

Pueblo  is  first  in  the  increase  in  membership,  having  added 
29  new  members;  Greenwood  second  with  25. 

Farragut  No.  1,  Denver. — A  large  attendance  of  members  and 
many  visitors  at  inspection.  Ritualistic  work  memorized  and 
exceptionally  well  done.  A  notable  feature  was  the  good  work 
of  Color  Bearers,  who  labored  under  (he  disadvantage  of  having 
no  flags,  through  an  accidem  to  their  colors,  and  yet  performed 
the  work  admirably.  A  large  amount  of  relief  work  is  done  and 
most  cordial  relations  exist  between  the  Post  and  Corps. 

Pueblo  No.  2,  Pueblo. — A  large  and  enthusiastic  Corps  prolific 
in  good  work,  having  spent  nearly  a  hundred  dollars  in  relief 
work  besides  a  large  amount  other  than  money.  This  Corps 
has  given  much  attention  to  patriotic  work,  having  presented 
four  large  and  six  smaller  flags  and  six  olegraphs  of  the  origin 
and  history  of  the  "Stars  and  Stripes"  to  six  schools  in  the 
city.    An  example  worthy  of  emulation. 

Sedgwick  No.  3,  Durango. — This  Corps  is  in  good  financial 
and  social  conditon.  Work  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  neatly 
and  correctly  done.  Like  many  other  Corps  in  the  Depart- 
ment, small  necessity  for  relief  work  exists,  and  they  find  their 
chief  work  in  sustaining  and  encouraging  their  Post, 

Colorado  Springs  No.  4,  Colorado  Springs. — Corps  in  excel- 
lent conditon.

— This  Corps  has  been  un- 
fortunate through  the  enforced  absence  of  the  President  by 
reason  of  illness  during  the  greater  part  of  her  term  of  office, 
and  the  absence  from  town  of  many  other  members,  so  that  few 
meetings  have  been  held  and  little  work  accomplished.

The 
President,  Mrs.  Livermore,  writes:  "Our  prospects  seem  good 
and  the  members  seem  anxious  to  keep  up  the  meeting  twiee 
a  month,  but  it  seems  hard  for  many  of  them  to  attend  regu- 
largly."     Report  shows  them  in  good  financial  condition. 

John  C.  Fremont  No.  45,  Littleton. — This  Corps  also  works 
under  the  disadvantage  of  having  many  of  its  members  at  a 
distance,  necessitating  their  absence  during  busy  seasons.  Like 
many  other  Corps  in  the  Department  their  principal  reason  for 
existence  is  to  aid  and  sustain  the  Post  to  which  they  are  aux- 
iliary, and  this  they  are  ever  ready  to  do. 

Llewellyn  Bacon  No.  4G,  Denver. — This  is  the  only  colored 
Corps  in  the  Department,  and  the  few  members  deserve  great 
Credit  for  holding  together  and  trying  under  adverse  circum- 
stances to  maintain  their  organization.  They  have  every  pros- 
pect Of  becoming  more  effective  in  the  future,  and  deserve  en- 
couragement to  continue  in  their  good  work. 

McKinley  No.  47,  Palisades. — Lasi  in  number  and  date  of 
organization,  it  is  by  no  means  least  in  effectiveness.  There, 
being  but  five  Veterans  in  the  town,  no  Pest  exists,  but  loyal 
women  in  conjunction  with  the  relatives  of  these  Veterans  have 
taken  up  -the  work.  No  need  exists  for  •  nuaucial  aid.  but  the 
Corps  has  taken  up  patriotic  work  in  a  very  praiseworthy 
manner,  instituting  the  observance  of  Memorial  Sunday  and 
Memorial  Day,  and  directly  and  indirectly  providing  for  their 
celebration  by  contributing  to  the  equipment  of  a  band  which 
stands  ready  at  all  times  to  forward  the  work  of  the  Corps  by 
attending  all  public  ceremonies  and  furnishing  patriotic  music. 
No  more  enthusiastic  or  patriotic  body  of  women  exists  in  the  De- 
partment, and  they  are  truly  a  power  in  the  community  in  which 
they  live. 

North  Fork  No.  11,  Hotchkiss,  boasts  a  mascott,  the  young- 
est regular  attendant  in  the  Department,  a  young  lady  whose 
father  pays  her  dues  regularly  and  maintains  that  he  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so  until  she  becomes  of  eligible  age  for  initiation, 
a  matter  of  some  fifteen  years  and  a  half. 

Colorado  Springs  enjoys  the  praiseworthy  distinction,  as 
far  as  observed  by  the  Inspector,  of  allowing  no  member  to 
sit  in  Corps  meeting  without  a  badge  of  'the  order.  Badges  are 
rented  to  forgetful  members  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  per  meet- 
ing, Conductors  distributing  and  collecting  them. 

Montrose  No.  13  belies  the  tradition  of  the  unlucky  num- 
ber by  counting  among  its  friends  and  co-workers  a  Veteran  of 
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the  Confederate  Army,  who  is  earnest  and  persistent  in  his 
efforts  to  further  their  work,  and  who  is  especially  helpful  in 
the  preparations  for  Memorial  Day.  The  Corps  has  done  good 
work  in  erecting  a  monument  and  in  other  patriotic  work'. 

A  number  of  Corps  who  have  a  very  limited  amount  of 
relief  work  to  do  are  projecting  work  along  patriotic  lines,  such 
<is  erecting  monuments  and  beautifying  soldiers'  plats  in  ceme- 
teries, and  the  outlook  for  patriotic  teaching  for  the  future 
seems  very  encouraging.  : 

Grand  Junction  No.  17  celebrated  its  majority  during  1907, 
and  congratulations  are  extended  to  them  for  their  record  of 
twenty-one  years  of  continued  usefulness  to  the  community  in 
which  they  live. 

In  comparing  the  reports  of  1906  with  those  of  1907,  the 
following  differences  are  found  in  favor  of  1907:  j

Average  attendance  of  officers  and  members,  15  for  1906,  and  17 
for  1907.

In  1906  expended  for  relief,  $S66;  in  1907,  $1,759.  While  the 
amount  of  money  expended  in  patriotic  work  is  less  than  last 
year,  the  number  of  Corps  enlisted  in  the  cause  is  greater. 

In  comparing  notes  with  Inspectors  of  previous  years,  the 
conclusion    is    reached    of   a    gradual    increase    in    efficiency    in  ; 

many    important   respects;    in    Treasurers'    books,    in    ritualistic 

work,  in   attention   to  detail   in   many   ways,   but   the   Inspector 

would  urge  upon  all  officers  the  advisability  of  a  more  careful 

study  of  the  diagrams  of  the  tioor  work,  in  the  Ritual,  and  the 

memorizing  of  the  duties  of   the  office,   for,  while  this   may   be 

termed  only  the  ornamental  part  of  our  order,  it  is  well  to  com- 
bine beauty  with  utility,  and  the  more  uniform  and  symmetrical 

is  our  work,  the  more  pleasure  in  doing  it.

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REPORT  OF  FIRST  ALTERNATE  TO  THE  NATIONAL  CON- 
VENTION. 


Mrs.  Nellie  P.  Weston, 

Department  Secretary  W.  R.  C. 
Dear  Madam:     I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the   Twenty-Fifth  National   Convention    of   the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  held  at  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York,  Sep- 
tember 12,  13,  1907: 

As  I  did  not  go  on  ithe  official  train,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
I  could  do  better  in  regard  to  time  limit  and  stop-over  priv- 
leges,  I  am  unable  to  give  you  the  many  incidents  of  the  trip 
that  are  always  so  interesting.  I  left  Denver,  however,  on  the 
same  day,  September  5»th,  only  a  few  hours  later  than  the  official 
train,  traveling  over  nearly  the  same  route.  It  was  a  most  de- 
lightful trip. 

We  reached  Chicago  the  morning  of  September  7th,  where 
we  meet  many  of  the  Grand  .Army.  Comrades  and  delegates  whose 
"Mecca,"  like  ours,  was  Saratoga  Springs.  The  next  stop  \v;i^ 
at  Niagara  Falls,  where  we  spent  a  most  delightful  day.  There. 
also,  we  met  Veterans  and  delegates  en  route  for  the  great  con- 
vention. Resuming  our  journey  the  next  day  and  traveling  all 
day,  we  reached  Albany  in  the  evening.  Remaining  in  Albany 
for  the  night,  we  .again  started  for  Saratoga  Springs  in  the 
morning  and  reached  there  a-t  about  9:30  a.  m.  Tuesday,  Sep- 
tember 10th,  in  a  pouring  rain. 

At  the  depot  we  found  reception  committees,  guides  in  uni- 
form, an  information  bureau  and  every  thing  needful  for  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  hundreds  of  officers  and  dele- 
gates who  were  arriving  in  every  train.  We  had  no  difficulty 
whatsoever  in  finding  headquarters,  where  we  were  furnished 
a  guide  'to  escort  us  to  where  we  might  find  accommodations. 
We  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  a  very  pleasant  room  in  one 
of  Saratoga's  hospitable  homes.  We  started  out  to  enjoy  historic 
Saratoga;  so  near  -the  place  where  was  fought  one  of  the  de- 
cisive battles  of  the  world,  the  battle  of  Saratoga;  just  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  years  ago;  and  where  the  "Stars  and 
Stripes"  as  the  "American  Flag,"  was  first  unfurled  to  grace  a 
victory.  We  were  also  told  that  "Yankee  Doodle"  was  played 
there  for  'the  first  time  as  a  National  air. 

One  has  said  that  the  battle  of  Saratoga  was  to  the  cause 
of  Independence  what  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  was  to  the  Union 
cause,  the  bat-tie  that  paved  the  way  for  final  triumph.  A  few 
miles  distant  is  Mount  McGregor,  a  shrine  sacred  to  all  patriots. 
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as  the  place  where  General  U.  S.  Grant  answered   tlu-  last  roll 
call,     , 

We  were' told  that  when  President  Lincoln  called  for  300.0UU 
men,  Saratoga  County  was  among  the  first  to  respond,  and  the 
village  of  Saratoga  Springs  was  the  recruiting  station.  So  the 
country  is  rich  in  historic  interest,  both  in  Revolutionary  and 
Civil  War  incidents. 

The  first  gathering  of  interest  was  the  Memorial  Service, 
:  held  in  memory  of  Lizabeth  Turner,  who  was  the  thirteenth 
National  President  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  elected  on  the 
thirteenth  day  of  the  month,  which  was  Friday.  Mrs.  Turner 
was  wont  »to  remark  when  speaking  of  this  unusual  circum- 
stance that  no  great  calamity  befell  either  her  or  her  adminis- 
tration. This  service  :was  held  on  Thursday  afternoon,  and  was 
largely,  attended.  The -large  auditorium  and  gallery  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  which  the  services  were  held, 
being  filled  with  officers  and  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  and  a  large  number  of  officers  and  Comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army,  who  were  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  pay  a  loving  tribute 
to.  the  memory  of  one  whose  name  had  become  a  household 
word.  The  church  was  beautifully  decorated  for  the  occasion; 
the  platform  being  artistically  decorated  with  the  National 
colors  and  a  profusion  of  cut  flowers,  and  upon  an  easel  in 
front  of  the  platform  was  a  life  size  portrait  of  Mrs.  Tinner,  in 
a  frame  of  cut  lowers  and  ferns  surmounted  by  a  beautiful  dove. 
At  three  o'clock  the  National  President,  Mrs.  Carrie  Sparklin, 
called  the  meeting  to  order  and  spoke  a  few  loving  words  in 
memory  of  "Our  Lizabeth,"  as  she  was  foudly  called  by  those 
who  knew  her  most  and  loved  her  best. 

After  singing  "Nearer,  My  God,  to  Thee,"  the  invocation  was 
offered  by  Harriet  J.  Bodge,  Past  National  President.  The  solo 
"Face  to  Face"  .was  beautifully  rendered  by  Belle  C.  Harris  of 
Kansas.  The  Past  National  President  led  In  responsive  service 
appropriate  to  the  occasion,  and  Mrs.  Harriet  L.  Head,  Pa.-t 
National  Secretary,  and  life-long  friend  of  Mrs.  Turner,  gave  a 
most  tender  and  loving  memorial  address. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  great  Jubilee  Camp  Fire  was  held 
in  Convention  Hall  for  the  interchange  of  greetings  between 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and 
kindred  organizations.  It  was  estimated  that  fully  10,000  people 
were  crowded  into  that  large  auditorium.  Patriotic  music  and 
addresses  of  welcome  by  Governor  Hughes  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  President  McNulty  of  Saratoga  Springs  ami  Comrade  Har- 
lan  J.  Swift,  Department  Commander  of  New  York,  were  then 
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given  and  right  royally  did  they  welcome  us  to  the  State  ot 
New  York  and  to  Saratoga  Springs.  Then  followed  the  greet- 
ings from  the  allied  -organizations;  first  Hannah  U.  Maxon, 
National  Chaplain  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  the  auxiliary 
of  the  Grand  Army  presented  greetings,  a  very  happy  response 
being  given  by  Past  Commander-in-Chief  James  Tanner  of  New- 
York.  The  Ladies  of  the  Gi\and  Army,  Daughters  of  Veterans' 
and  kindred  organizations  followed  with  their  words  of  greetings 
I  must  tell  you  of  the  presentation  of  the  Silver  Jubilee 
Fund  to  'the  Grand  Army  of  the'  Republic  by  our  Notional  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Carrie  R.  Sparklin.  Alter  giving  a  report  of  the 
year,  she,  in  her  own  sweet  way,  presented  to  Commander-in-. 
Chief  Brown  the  sum  of  $6,000  as  our  silver  wedding  present, 
to  be  invested  in  a  permanent  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  to  Commander-in-Chief  Brown  per- 
sonally a  silver  loving  cup  as  a  u  ken  of  appreciation  of  his  co- 
operation during  the  year.  Th,  Commander-in-Chief  responded 
in  a  very  felicitous  manner,  speaking  words  of  appreciation  of 
the... work  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Mrs.  Florence  O.  McClelland,  in  behalf  of  the  National  Aides, 
then  presented  the  National  President  with  a  beautiful  diamond 
s.unburst,  made  to  order  of  pure  white  stenes.  which  she  said 
was  "like  her  own  sweet  self,  pure  gold  and  Sparklin."  Mrs. 
Sparklin  was  also  presented  with  a  gold  clock  by  her  own  De- 
partment cf  Missouri. 

Wednesday  was  the  day  of  the  great  parade;  the  day  looked 
forward  to  with  so  much  pleasure  by  the  Veterans.  The  sky 
was  overcast  and  forbidding  in  the  morning,  and  everyone  hoped 
the  sun  would  shine,  but  instead  the  rain  began  to  pour  down 
relentlessly;  the  time  arrived  and  the  order  came  to"march," 
and  they  marched,  with  the  same  spirit  of  patriotism  and  the 
same  indomnitable  will  that  put  down  the  Rebellion  and  saved 
the  Union.  It  was  a  pathetic  sight,  those  Veterans,  no  longer 
young  men,  able  to  contend  against  the  elements  if  need  be, 
but  many  of  them  feeble  old  men,  bowed  with  the  weight  of 
their  three  score  years  and  ten,  trudging  along  drenched  to  the 
skin,  still  making  that  march  of  over  a  mile  in  the  same  soldierly 
spirit  they  displayed  in  the  early  sixties. 

Tears  mingled  with  cheers  as  they  passed  along  singing 
when  their  drums  were  so  soaked  with  rain  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  beat  them.  The  soldier  must  march  to  the  strains  of 
music,  and  so  they  sang  strains  of  the  old  familiar  war  songs, 
"Marching  Through  Georgia,"  "John  Brown's  Body,"  "Wait  'Till 
the   Sun   Shines,   Nellie" — very   appropriate.     One   Drum    Corps 
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passed  beating  their  drums  under  cover  of  rubber  blankets. 
The  patriotism  and  enthusiasm  of  our  Department  President  ruse 
with  the  occasiou,  and  she  tuok  the  horn  from  the  phonograph 
which  was  in  the  room  and  used  it  for  a  megaphone,  shouting 
from  the  open  window  words  of  cheer  and  encouragement  as 
they  passed   by. 

Allow  me  to  quote  a  paragraph  from  the  National  Journal: 
"Bringing  up  -the  rear  of  the  parade  was  the  Grenadier  Guard 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  This  body  of  magnificent 
soldiers  was  composed  of  one  Veteran  from  each  Department, 
and  every  man  was  six  feet  or  more  in  height  The  Grenadiers 
were  commanded  by  Col.  A.  S.  Fowler  of  Arkansas,  and  noted 
as  an  escort  for  the  great  flag  -that  draped  General  U.  S.  Grant's 
body  when  it  was  carried  from  Mount  McGregor  to  New  York 
City  (to  lie  in  state.  The  flag  was  stretched  out  and  supported 
on  the  march  by  twenty-five  Grenadiers,  who  carefully  kept  the 
folds  of  their  sacred  burden  from  trailing  in  the  mud  and 
water." 

There  were  -automobiles  with  Red  Cross  nurses  in  attend- 
ance through  the  entire  parade,  ready  to  minister  with  willing 
hands  to  the  wants  of  any  who  might  need  their  assistance.  As 
all  things  good  and  bad  alike  come  to  an  end,  so  did  the  parade 
of  the  Veterans  and  the  drenching  rain  storm. 

The  evening  was  a  delightful  one,  and  several  brilliant  re- 
ceptions were  held.  The  reception  given  by  the  National  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Sparklin,  in  the  spacious  parlor  of  the  Grand  Union 
Hotel,  in  honor  of  Commander-in-Chief  Robert  B.  Brown,  was 
the  most  elegant  social  function  of  the  week.  In  the  receiving 
line  with  Mrs.  Sparklin  were  Commander-in-Chief  Brown,  the 
Past  National  Presidents  and  many  persons  of  note  too  numerous 
to  mention.  It  was  estimated  that  fully  three  thousand  persons 
passed  down  the  line  during  the  three  hours  of  the  reception. 
The  magnificent  parlors  were  beautifully  decorated,  and  a  fine 
program  was  rendered  during  the  evening. 

Thursday  morning  'the  work  of  the  convention  began.  At 
9:30  the  National  President  called  the  meeting  to  order  and 
prayer  was  offered  by  Hannah  U.  Maxon,  the  National  Chaplain. 
After  singing  the  opening  ode  and  having  roll  call  of  officers, 
it  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  morning  session  be  an  open 
one.  Mrs.  Pentreath,  Department  President  of  New  York,  gave 
a  most  cordial  welcome  to  all,  and  presented  the  National  Presi- 
dent with  a  most  beautiful  bouquet  of  China  asters. 

Our  own  Mrs.  Carr  responded  in  a  few  well  chosen  words. 
Introductions,  presentations  of  gifts  and  the  address  of  the

National  President  completed  the  morning  session.  A  delicioas 
luncheon  was  served  in  the  basement  of  {he  church,  adding 
greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  the  delegates. 

Thursday  p.  m.  the  convention  was  called  to  order  at  three 
o'clock.  Mrs.  General  John  A.  Logan  and  Miss  Clara  Barton, 
the  only  living  honorary  member  of  the  W.  R.  C,  and  Mrs. 
Tucker,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Logan,  were  presented  to  the  conven- 
tion. A  delegation  from  Ransom  Post  was  brought  in  and  intro- 
duced to  the  convention,  Mr.  Sparklin,  husband  of  the  National 
President,  being  one  of  the  number.  He  gave  a  very  sweet 
tribute  to  Mrs.  Sparklin,  thanking  the  W.  R.  C.  for  the  honor 
they  had  conferred  upon  her.  After  several  other  introductions, 
the  convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers,  which  result- 
ed in  choosing  Mrs.  Kate  E.  Jones  of  New  York  as  National  Presi- 
dent, after  which  the  convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  eight 
o'clock  for  an  evening  session. 

Thursday  evening  session  finished  the  election  of  officers. 
And  closed  with  a  memorial  service  in  honor  of  Sarah  C.  Nichols 
of  New  York,  who  was  Past  National  Senior  Vice-President. 

Friday  morning  convention  called  to  order  by  the  Presi- 
dent. After  prayer  by  the  Chaplain  and  singing  'the  opening 
ode,  the  routine  work  of  the  convention  was  taken  up.  After  a 
very  busy  session  the  convention  adjourned  for  luncheon,  which 
was  served  by  the  ladies  of  New  York  as  on  the  preceding  day. 
The  delegates  were  presented  with  a  beautiful  souvenir  badge 
of  oxidized  silver  mounted  on  yellow  ribbon. 

Friday  afternoon  session  was  'taken  up  with  the  reports 
of  committees,  etc.  The  last  session  of  the  convention  was 
called  to  order  at  8:30  p.  in.  by  the  President.  After  a  very 
full  evening's  work  the  newly  elected  officers  were  installed 
at  midnight  by  Mary  L.  Carr,  Past  National  President,  and  the 
Twenty-Fifth  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
was  closed.
